CRIME. 
A VERY POOR JOB. 
Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 


Detroit, Mich., Nov. 1.—Woodmere Ceme- 
tery, the picturesque City of the Dead situated 


ya mile west of the city limits, was last nicht 


the scene of a spirited struggle with grave- 
robbers. For some time past the cemetery 
officials have been on the alert because of a 
well-founded belief that the graves were 
tampered with. Iwo weeks ago the dis- 
covery of a half-filled grave, with spades 
aud other implements scattered about, showed 
that the body-suatchers had been at work, and 
had evidently fied, affrighted at a false alarm in 
the midst of their unholy work. Since then 
arched men have watched nightly, but without 
result untl last night. Yesterday morning 
the body of a woman who died a county 
charge was interred in the Potter’s Field. 
and the presence of suspicious men prowling 
about at the burial convinced Supt. Higgins that 
the time of decisive action was approaching. 
At dusk he secreted himself near the grave, ac- 
companied by two trusty men. ail armed with 
revolvers and Winchester rifles, The night was 
cold, dark, and stormy,—emincently suit- 
able for the deed. At midnight the 
watchers saw a wagon drive up 
to a fence close by, and two men cautiously en- 
tered the cemetery. Desiring to let the intrud- 
ers criminate themselves, the Superintendent 
bade his companions remain quiet until the cul- 
prits had dug up the coffin, removed the body, 
and placed the latter in the wagon. The men 
then rushing from their place of conceaiment, 
called upon the ghouls to surrender. Aban- 
doning the team, they fled down the road and 
escaped, although a dozen shots were fired. 
Tue body was reburied, and the sbandoned 
horse and wagon turned overtothe police, 
from whom it was claimed subsequently by 
Patrick Hickey, a Michigan avenue undertaker, 
who alleges the rig was stolen from his barn 
during the night. No arrests were made, but 
the police think they have a clue.

HAZZARDOUS. 

InptmNaPo.is, Ind., Nov. 1.—George Haz- 
zard, the defaulting President of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Auburn, Ind., whose affairs have 
attractea so much attention lately, went to Lo- 
gansport yesterday to procure some papers 
which twe indorsers on one of bis notes held. 
They refused to give up the papers until certain 
money was paid. Hazzard then had 
them arrested om a charge of lar 
ceny, which failed before the 
examining Justice. Then Hazzard offered to 
pay, and counted out his movey on the table, 
and the desired papers were laid alongside. 
Hazzard.grabbed both money. and papers, and 
with a frieud from whom he had Porrowed, 
with drawn revo!vers, escaped from the room. 
Hazzard was arrested and jailed on a charge of 
robbery. Shortly after midnight four persons 
came to be jail, and, signing a bond 
for his arance, he was set free. On 
the outside he was seized and thrown 
into an omnibus and hurried away. Hazzard 
says they had a rope, and told him they intended 
to hang him. He, however, managed to cry for 
help, whie® Drought the police, who returned 
him to jaili To-day other bondsmen appeared 
from Audersou with an acceptable bond, and 
when claiming the custody of Hazzard,to se- 
cure themselves, officers from Auburn pro- 
claimed a right to arrest bim and take him hence.

In the His- 
tory of the Episcopal Church in Narragan- 
sett, Rhode Island,” published in 1847, we 
find the following record of proceedings in 


the year 1787; 

We are obliged to proceed to the public censure 
and excommunication of Daviv Browk, of John- 
ston. in the County of Providence, yeoman, a mem- 
ber of this Cnurch, whose conduct in attempting to 
discharge an honest debt, due to Joux CLIPFORD, in 
specie, wiih one-sixth part of its value, is the im- 
mediate subject of our animadversion, and has led 
to this puulte vindication of our Church discipline. 
The fulfilling of agreements, voluntarily enterea 
into. with honesty and good faith, is enjoined by 
the clearest principles of reason, and the express 
commands of our most holy religion, and the obli- 
gations arising from those laws are superior to, 
and rot releasable by, any municipal statute or in- 


stitation whatever. 
The record turther states that private ad- 


monition had been tried without avail. 
Nevertheless a Committee was appointed to 
wait upon him and use their influence to 
induce him to revoke the tender of paper 
money to Mr. CL ron,“ and, unless he should 
comply and acknowledge it in as public a 
manner as he had declared the tender, his 
excommunication from th3 Church should 
take effect without further action by the 
vestry. The money referred to was part 
of the £100,000 in. paper bills emitted in 
May, 1786, only one year before the trans- 
action above noted. That money was de- 
clared by law to be “ a good and lawful ten- 
der for the complete payment and 
final discharge of all fines, forfeitures, 
judgments, and executions that had be- 
come due, of every kind and nature 
whatsoever.” The Assembly enacted 
„that any person who should refuse to take 
these bills of credit in exchange for any 
article which he may have for sale, or make 
any difference in the prices between silver 
and paper money,” or in any way attempt to 
depreciate the said bills, should for the 
first offense pay a forfeit of one hundred 
pounds, and be rendered incapable of being 
elected to any office of honor, trust, or 
profit within the State. Notwithstanding 
all this, the money depreciated within a 
year to one-sixth part of its face,—because 
it knew no Redeemer; and we find the 
Church expressing itself in the strongest 
possible manner in regard to it, and ex- 
pelling from its membership a man who 
‘* stood upon his rights under the law.”

KERN'S ATTEMPT TO BLUFF. 
Tun Trisune has for years advocated the 


policy of making a change in all the elective 
offices where there are large receipts and ex- 
penditures of public money at the close of 
every term. The public have no other pro- 
tection against fraud, or defalcation, or em- 
bezzlement. If such an officer be re-elected, 
he settles his accounts with himself, and if 
there be anything wrong in the office he car- 
ries the defalcation over, and there can be 
no discovery until he goes out of office. 
Should such official settlements precede or 
follow a defalcation? How long must the 
people eléct a Treasurer, Collector, Clerk, or 
Sheriff, and postpone a settlement of his 
books, or know anything concerning 
them? 4 Treasurer may, be half a million 
of dollars behing in his cash, and so loug as 
he can get re-elected he can hide the short- 
age. He must be put out of office before 
the true inwardness of re Treasury can be 
knowu. 

For this reason, so obvious to all, Tur 
Tarom has advocated a change in the office 
of Sheriff, not that it has any knowledge 
that Kern's business is out of order, because 
on that point all knowledge is of necessity 
confined to Kern himself. We have advised 
the wisdom of the change at the closeof this 
term, just as two years hence we will advise 
a change in the office if Horrman be elected. 
We insist that public safety demands that, in 
all those offices in which there are large sums 
of money handled, there shall be prompt set- 
tlements, a balance struck, and the money 
paid over at the close of each term. 

Mr. Krenn has sought to break the force of 
this reasoning by offering to the editor of 
this paper the privilege of examining his 
accounts between now and the election. Of 
course this is pure nonsense. Even if there 
were a shortage in the office, the books 
would not show if. One of the peculiarities 
of bookkeeping is that they can show any

producing. There was never anything in 

the books of the City Treasurer to show that 
anything was wrong; those books were 
examimed just before the election, and were 
pronounced to be all right. A change of 
Treasurers, however, revealed a different 
state of things. Let Mr. Kim hand his 
books over to the proper officer, when he 
retires from office, and make his settlement 
then. As there can be no satisfactory set- 
tlement until he retires from office, we pro- 
pose that. the people retire him and have a 
settlement. His present offer is what his 
gambling friends call bluff, but, if the 
people are true to their own interest in this 
and in ali like cases, they will not be bluffed, 
but will insist on counting the money and 
settling the accounts. 
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READY FOR RESUMPTION. 

Secretary SHenman’s letter on the condi- 
tion of the United States Treasury, which 
has just been published, again impresses 
upon the American people, not merely that 
the Government is fully prepared to resume 
on the Ist of next January under the con- 
ditions of the law, but that sound financial 
policy and good common sense alike demand 
resumption at the date fixed. If those peo- 
ple who are demanding more money” 
could only be made to understand the situa- 
tion, they would favor resumption equally 
with those who desire it on the ground that 
a coin basis is the only normal and healthy 
condition of finance. | 

Mr. Saerman shows that there is a coin 
balance in the Treasury of $232,659,646, or 
more than two-thirds of the outstanding 
Government notes. As a matter of fact, 
though Secretary SHerman does not say so, 
this entire fund may be regarded as serving 
the purposes of resumption, inasmuch as it 
reveals the strength of the Treasury, the 
popular confidence reposed in it, and the un- 
likelihood of any rush for the coin on the 
part of the people; for so much of this sum 
as is held against certificates or other current 
liabilities might be withdrawn now if the 
owners or claimants desired it. But after 
deducting from this amount all the claims 
against it in the shape of gold and silver cer- 
tificates, interest due and unpaid, called 
bonds, etc., there remains the sum of $134,- 
231,865 actually available for resumption 
purposes. This amounts to nearly 40 per 
cent of the outstanding greenbacks, and the 
balance on Jan. 1 next, for which there will 
be no other use than that of redeeming Gov- 
ernment notes offered for yedemption, will 
be fully 40 per cent. Behind all this lies the 
power of the Government to sell bonds for 
coin at the lowest rate of interest ever known 
in this country, 60 that, if such a thing as a 
rush on the Treasury for coin can be con- 
ceived under the.circumstances, the Secretary 
of the Treasury has ample means at his com- 
mand to protect his reserve. 

Who will be interested in making an effort 
to defeat régnmption when it shall be an- 
nounced next January? Certainly not the 
banks, for their notes will still be redeemable 
in the Government notes, and they will

Certainly not the people as a mass, for the 


greenbacks will remain legal-tender, and the 
bank-notes will continue to serve practically 
the same end, while all the notes in their 
possession will be worth 100 cents in the 
dollar all the time, and purchase at that rate. 
The working and salaried classes will not 
strive to debase the currency in which they 
will continue to receive their pay. 

Those who have labored under the 
erroneous impression that resumption 
cannot be accomplished unless the Gov- 
‘ernment shall have in its vaults a 
dollar in coin for every dollar of 
its outstanding notes have not stopped to 
consider what a tremendous effort would be 
necessary to defeat resumption under exist- 
ing conditions, even if there were any dispo- 
sition to do it. What gigantic combination 
can be formed in this country that can 
gather together over one- of all the 
greenbacks in existence to present at the 
Sub-Treasury in New York for redemption ? 
What banker, money-lender, or merchant 


is going to enter into such a combination, 


and withdraw his money from active use 
in order to effect an exchange into 
coin, stand a loss in the cost of 
transportation, and in the end find on his 
hands a kind of money of no greater value 
in the way of exchange than that which he 
had before? A little common sense and 
business experience ought to be brought to 
bear on this subject. The classes who have 
the money are not going to Bubject them- 
selves to inconvenience, annoyance, and 
positive loss in order to debase the currency. 
There will be no speculation in gold when 
resumption shall be definitely declared, and 
no set of men will combine to make a Jess in 
order to get gold, which will be worth no 
more to them than greenbacks, 

There is but one class of people who will 
be interested in debasing the currency,— 
those who owe debts on mortgaged property, 
—and this class will, as a rule, have no 
greenbacks to present at the Treasury for 
redemption. But even this class will 
learn, soon after the announcement of 
resumption, that there ismore hope for them 
on a resumption basis than in a precarious 
return to an irredeemable currency. Re- 
sumption will secure a large expansion of 
the currency. Gold, silver, greenbacks, and 
National-Bank notes will circulate side by 
side. Nobody will hoard coin any longer. 
There will be no premium upon it and no 
special use for it. It will find its way into 

ks where it will serve as reserves, release 
corresponding amounts of legal-tender, and 
make the banks more liberal in their dis- 
counts. The volume of the active currency 
of the country will be increased to the 
amount of the coin now hidden away, and 


thereafter by the annual yield of the mines. 


Is it not ridiculous for men who clamor for 
more money to oppose this easiest and 
most natural way to obtain the increase ?

KERN'S OPINION OF KERN. 

The Republican Executive Committee has 
brought a grave and startling indictment 
against Sheriff Km, and has framed it upon 
the testimony of a ‘witness whom he cannot 
controvert withews convicting himself of 
falsehood. The Committee have not made 
their charges u Popular rumors, or news- 
paper statements, or thie allegations of heat- 
ed partisans, but upon the public statement 
of Sheriff Kean himself. He is convicted 
out of hisown meuth, and upon his own 
showing acknowledges purposes so infamous 
and clearly corrupt as to deserve an indict- 
ment that shall oarry with it some more 
direct punishment than popular indignation. 

In his speech of 28 to the Democratic 
voters of the Eighth Ward he made an abject 
apology to the bummers for not carrying out 
the promises he had made when first elected 
to the Shrievalty. In that campaign he had 
promised offices to hundreds of loafers and 
scalawags if they secured his election. They 
did secure it for him, but only a few of their 
number were rewarded with office. At 
that time he exercised some personal 
supervision over the appointments, and 
managed to secure the serviges of some 
men who were honest and efficient. It gave 
mortal offense to the bummers, but they 
‘waited their time, and that time bas come. 
To secure their services for the second cam- 
paign he has been compelled to publicly 
promise to place the whole patronage of his 
office in their hands,—the most important 
office in Cook County. 

This is the first public confession of the 
Tammany Hall policy that has ever been 
made -by an officeholder m Cook County. 
How do the people of the city and county 
like the prospect? It is useles to question 
his authority, to ask by what right he deliv.

An unscigntific 
but wonder-stricken writer sends to the New 
York Heruld an account of three young men, 
| who were out prospecting for cayes, who dug 
and developed a rabbit-hole until they passed 
into a subterranean realm as big as the City of 
New York and architecturally almost as splen- 
did, and containing In its stately halls petrified 
men and skeletons, like those wonderful lay 
figures recently brought to light in Gramercy 
Park which were so petrified that they never 
received any of the cipher dispatches showered 
on them from Florida and South Carolina, and 
answered all of them unconsciously. 

Luray is in Page County, Virginia, and this 
cave opens in a small hill, a spur of the Mes- 
sanutten range. After entering through a low 
and narrow passage-way, descending a few feet 
the visitor finds himseli in a chamber, perhaps 
100 feet square and torty feet high. The ceiling 
is of smooth limestone, the walls are of stone of 
every conceivable color, with all kinds of fluting 
and columns, and at the far end are atic 
columns, rising from floor to ceiling, and arch- 
ing over like oak trees. The wonder of this 
room is thus described: 

In the centre, facing the entrance and im- 
bedded in the rock of the floor, isa double fig- 
ure, as of two persons clasped in each other's 
arms and in a stooping posture. The features 
of one, though indistinct, would seem to be 
those of an old woman. The otber face appears 
to be pressed closely to the body of the first; 
the limbs are distiuctly visible, as also parts of 
the arms. Whether they are the peiritied re- 
mains of human beings or whether figures 
roughly carved out of stone itis hard to tell. 
Certain it is that they do not belong to the nat- 
ural formation of the cave.” 

The traveler then passes into a room which fs 
a fac simile of an old Roman chapel, supported 
on all sides by Corinthian columns vf bronze, 
and biue, and white, with a ceiling of buff. The 
feature of this old Roman chapel is a modern 
organ, with all the pipes. Leaving the chapel by a 
large hall, the visitor comes into an imperial 
chamber, more brilliantin color and dazzling 
with stalactites than any before seen. Here on 
a lateral shelf is the figure of a man as if seated 
in a chair, with the profile of Napoleon I. There 
is also the image of an eagle with extended 
wings, aud there are two huge anvils, Beyond this 
is a chamber contaming a bath, five feet deep, 
twenty-five feet long, and fifteen feet wide. 

Having ed the blacksmith shop, and the 
chapel and the path, of course we come to a 
great theatre: 

On every side of us were beautiful white 
columns and pillars, looking as if they had been 
sculptured from the whitest marbie. A few 
steps further brought us further into the gudi- 
torium of the theatre. In all my lite I never 
saw a grander structure above ground. Three 
tiers ol galleries seem to stand out before us; 
we seemed to be in the orchestra circle, with 
the pit at our feet. Where the stage should 
have been a dark pall seemed to obscure the 
scene. It looked terrmbly grand. We could not 
help recalling those powerful and beautiful 
lines of Poe on “The Worm —“ Once upon a 
gala night,” etc. Moving around our so-called 
theatre we selected a differcut position, and, 
holding our candles near each other, a scene of 
unparalleled brilliaucy seemed to burst upon 
us. From every corner aud crevice of this 
chamber sparkled the hues of the rainbow,— 
masses of diamonds, clusters of rubies, emer- 
alds, sapphires, dazzled our eyes, While blue and 
buff colounades, mounds of silver and bronze, 
huge clusters of icicles, some twenty feet in 
length, appeared, and again the front of an or- 
gan, nearly as large as the great, organ at the 
Centennial. Striking the slabs with my cane 
the most melodious sounds camd from them, 
and echoed and re-echoed throught the hundreds 
of smali chambers contained in the cave.“ 

The next find is of more Human interest. 
The writer describes it: — 

Leaving the chamber we wajked through a 
dril idnt corridor and found ourselves in a room 
with a low ceiling and less brilliant than some 
Others, and here somewhat to car horror, and 
greatly to our surprise, our candles flashed 
upon the perfect petrilied 2 10a man in 
kneeling posture, with head throwu back as if 
he had died in agony and in bayer. Several 
medical gentlemen have examine it and have 
come to the conclusion that it must have been 
there Tor centuries. unt fg Lit ekeleton ofa 
| man there is no doubt; it is pœertly formed 
throughout; the knees have gropyn to the rock 

in the floor.“ * : 

We have no doubt ourselves that this is the 
Old Line Whig, who has been 30 long missing 
in the South. of). 

Leaving the skeleton and Gocho ina boat a 
lake, the explorers came to Giants’ Hall: 

Here we disembarked, and, walking through 
along corridor, found ourselygs, in probably 
the most immense chamber in the world. The 
proprietors have endeavored to sure it in a 
rough way, and find it covers ad area of at least 
eleven acres, but this may be gov estimate. 
We renewed our candles and we ed through it 
for several hours, and yet did net see the half 
of it. From this chamber, as fur as discovered, 
there are a dozen outlets at least, leading in as 
many different directions. I will not attempt a 
description of it in this letter, asit would take 
up too much of your valuable space. I will only 
say that in magnificence it for surpasses any of 
the rooms I have described. Where the vxplor- 
ations will end it is hard to tell, as there may be 
miles of subterranean chambers connecting with 
these still unexplored. After finishing some 
necessary work about the parts already discov- 
ered, the owners intend m vigorous re- 
searches in every direction. o doubt thon- 
sands of objects of interest are yet undiscovered. 
Many persons are of the opinion that this cave 
was the dwelling piace of human beings centa- 
ries and that other skeletons and relies will 
be found upon thorough investigation. In the 
knowledge of the oldest inhabitants now living 
in this section no such cave existed in their time 
or was spoken of by their ancestors.” 

We suggest that the enterprising proprietors 
of this great hole do not discover any more un- 
til the public has taken in this.

RESIGNATION. 
Spectal Pispatch to The Tridune. 

Wasnrinorton, D. C., Nov. 1.—The resignation 
of Gen. Vail, of the Kailway Mai: Service, has 
been formally tendered tu the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, and he is now awaiting the selection of his 
successor. This matter will probably be decid- 
ed by the President and Postmaster-Géneral to- 
morrow. There are three prominent candidates 
for the position, all of whom are now Division 
Superintendents of the Railway Service. W. 
B. Thompson, Ninth Division, headquarters at 
Cleveland; James E. White, Sixth Division, 
headquarters at Chicago; and C. J. French, Fifth 
Division, headquarters at Cincinnati. From 
indications to-night Mr. Thompson has the best 
prospect of receiving the appointment. He has 
the indorsement of Mr. Vail, and itis under- 
stood that at the recent Convention of the Di- 
vision Superintendents, at which the question 
of the sucression to the General Superinten- 
dency was secretly discussed, tt was tnfurmally 
agreed that all other Division Superintendents 
should stand aside,and Mr. Thompson’s ap- 
pointment be urged. Mr. White is supported 
by a number of politicians and business-men of 
Chicago, while Mr. French is underatood to have 
received the same kind of indorsement from 
Cincinnati. Both are experienced officers. 

l COIN TRANSPORTATION. 

The scheme for the transportation of coin as 
third-ciass mail matter is a success theoretical- 
ly, but practically seems not to amount to much. 
Two efforts have yet been made to test the 
practicability of the plan. ln one instance a 
million dollars in gold coin, putin four-pound 
packages, was brought, as third-class matter 
from San Francisco to the East, and on another 
occasion a smaller amount was transported a 
shorier distance. No disposition has yet been 
manffested by private parties to take advantage 
of the. pan, and probahly it will never be popu- 
larized, as the Post-Oflice Department cannot 
afford to put on the necessary cars except when 
the ‘lreagury Department has large quantities 
of gold to transport. 

NEW MEXICO. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Wasnrneton, D. C., Nov. 1.—The Secretary 
of the Interior has received from Gov. Lew 
Wallace, of New Mexico, a letter informing him 
that since the publication of the President’s 
proclamation the lawlessness existing in the 
Territory on the Governor’s arrival has aimost 
entirely subsided, and that he has every reason 
to believe that no further trouble need be 
anticipated.

addition to making observations 
specimens, Was to take supplies of Esquimaux, 
men and women, dogs, sledges, and supplies to 
meet a steamer which had been proposed to be 
sent out by the United States Government for 
the purpose of establishing a colony at 
Smith's 8ou latitude deg. north. 
The voyage to Cumberland Gulf was to col- 
lect material for the coloay, and was of special 
interest. The party arrived there Sept. 12 the 
same year, and wintered at the head of Cum- 
berland Gulf, at Apnuatook bor, latitude 
66 dex. 28 min.; longitude 68 . 45 min. 
Through the winter many skins, 81 etc., 
were collected by the crew. The scientists 
were constantly employed making observations 
and collecting specimens, and succeeded iu 
obtaining a complete skeleton of a whale 
and also a number of seals, birds, etc. The 
weatber during the winter was, ou the average, 
very good, the coldest being 52° below Zerw. 
The average for was 20° below 
zero. The first halt March was e- 
tremely cold, ranging from 40° to 4° below 
zero. The last half was mild,with two weeks of 
thawing weather, the thermometer rangiog as 
high as 30° above zero. Cold weather imme- 
diately followed and continued until the 
breaking up in May. la the harbor the ice broke 
up in June, but was solid at the southward, 
could pot get out of winter quarters until July 
5, 1878, there being a solid barrier of ice at the 
north of the gulf seventy miles wide and 140 
miles long, stretching from land to land. At 
the head of the bay the open water was about 
ten miles wide. During the month of June 
aud until the 5th of July; it was necessary 
to be continually on the alert to prevent 
the vessel from being crowded upon the shore 
by the floating pieces of ice, very bad weather 
prevailing, the winds, mostly from the south- 
ward, with rain, hail-etones, and snow falling 
continually. On tne Sth of July escaped from 
the harbor, but was driven into American Har- 
bor, about ten miles cast, dy the 
floating floes of ice. July 12, left Amer- 
ican Harbor, and succeeded in making 
progress to Kickertine Island. Collected what 
material we could there, and sailed on the Mth 
of the same month for Niantilic Harbor, on the 
south side of Cumberland Gulf. Ou the morn- 
ing of the next day set sail for Disco Island, 
with the men, women, children on board. 
Met the ice Cape Mercer; had very stormy 
weather and easterly gales. Escaped 
the ice in latitude 65 degrees 45 mintues, lo 
tude 57 degrees 1 minute, it extending nearly 
trom the west coast ot Davis’ Strait to the 
coast of Greenland. On our arrival at Disco 
Island, the last day of July, we found the ice 
was yet crowded upon the land. The Danish 
colony vessel had not sueceeded im getting to 
their upper settlement. Remained at Disco 
until the 22d day of last August, 2 
Being aeg in 
this, we sailed for Cum Gulf to 
take back the Esquimaux. Experienced 
one of the heaviest gales Capt. Tyson 
ever witnessed, lasting four days, the wind 
blowing from south southeast to southwest. 
Was obliged to fasten the in their 
quarters in the hold,.virtually making them 
prisoners. All this time managed to supply 
them with food each day. Had in all these four 
days but very little bope of living out the gale, 
the vessel being driven at the mercy of the 
wind and sea. At no time could we see but 
a very sbort distance on aceount of the 
driving storm. On the gale abating, found we 
were very near the land, in Exeter Bay, the sea 
running very high.

the month. Wheat and provisions were very free- 
ly delivered on November contracts, and there was 
more of the latter offering in consequence, while 
strong parties were baying up November wheat 
aud selling December against it. Deliveries in 
otber departments were only moderate. The ad- 
vices from the other side of the Atlantic were 
rather favorable to firmness here. 

The demand for foreign and domestic dry goods 
was not active, the movement being chiefly in the 
execution of mail orders, very few buyers being 
in attendance. The demand, as for some days 
past, was chiefly centered in flannel, woolens, 
worsted dress fabrics, and goods specially adapted 
for winter wear. There was a reasonably active 
demand for staple and fancy groceries, and the 
general market wasfirm. Sugars furnished an ex- 
cepuion to the rule, they remaining weak. The 
butter market was without material change. Prices 
were well supported for choice and fancy quali- 
ties, Dut the poorer sorts were weak and very dull. 
Cheese remained dull, with prices ranging about 
as before. Nothing new was apparent in the 
dried-fruit and fish markets. Oils met with a faif 
inquiry, and were steady, excepting lard oil, 
which was 2@5c lower. Extra winter strained is 
now quoted at 60c, extra ice - pressed at 57c, No. 1 
at 52c, and No. 2 at 48c. Leather, bagging, to- 
bacco, coal, and wood were unchanged. 

The yard trade in lumber continues fair at unim- 
proved prices. The saie docks were bare and de- 
sertead. The first part of the next fleet is expected 
hoarly, Woo! was steady and rather- quiet. the 
Kastern orders having been filled, and Western 
mills are not buying much just now. Seeds were 
stronger, under a better inquiry, with rather light 
offerings of timothy and clover, which were the 
kinds wanted. Hides were steady. Tne broom- 
corn sales continue large, and a tolerably steady 
feeling exists, though there is some talk of lower 
figures for the inferior grades, which appear to be 
abundant. Potatoes were slow and lower under 
large offerings of poor stock. Choice lots were 
steady. Poultry was depressed by excessive of- 
ferings, and though there was considerable in- 
quiry. prices were irregularly lower, and the sup- 
ply did not seem to be mach reduced at the close. 

Lake freights were active and steady at 3%c for 
corn by sail to Buffalo. Carriers asked \cadvance 
early, but could not obtain it. Room was taken 
for 112,000 bu wheat, 200,000 bu corn, 75,000 bu 
oats. 40,000 bu rye, and 10. 000 bu barley. 

Rail freights were quiet and unchanged, on the 
basis of 30c per 100 lbs on grain to New York, and 
35c on fourth-class to do, which includes meats. 

Through rates by lake and rail were quoted at 
Ic and 14%c for corn and wheat to New York, 
and 15e for corn to Boston.

THE CUSTOM-HOUSBE, 


The internal-revenue receipts yesterday 
footed up $29,061, of which amount $23, 215 was 
for taxes on spirits.

Deputy-Marshal Gilman returned from 
Peoria yesterday morning, bringing with him two 
offenders whom he picked up in that wicked town. 
One of these was Johnston Breese, of Kewanee, 
who was charged with selling liquors without a 
license. On being brought here he waived exam- 
ination before Commissioner Hoyne, pleaded guilty 
to the charge before Judge Biodgett, and was sen- 
tenced to pay a fine of $100, with costs, and was 
ordered to committed until the penalty was 
paid. The other offender was Charles — alias 
Charles Osborn, who is charged with having de- 
serted from Jefferson Barracks last July, and who 
was tarned over to the tender mercies of the re- 
cruiting officer in this city to be done with as it 
shall be deemed best. 


The Grand Jury got a little nearer to the 
end of the Custom-House investigation yesterday. 
Most of the day was spent in examining the docu- 
mentary evidence in the case and in listening to 
the truth, or what is supposed to be the truth, as it 
fell from the lips of Mr. M. L. Holman, now a 
resident of St. Louis, but formerly Assistant-Su- 
perintendent of the new building here under Han- 
naford and Burling. Mr. Holman is understood to 
have testified to the whole course of the alleged 
frauds in the inspection and cutting of stone, in 
the manipulations of the contracts whereby 
what was the Government's loss was the contractors’ 
gain, and, generally, to have given the jurors a bet- 
ter, Clearer, more thorough insight into the crooked 
ness which is supposed to have been connected with 
the construction of the — than any other wit - 
ness who has yet been accorded an audfence. The 
inquisitorial body will work the lead again to-day, 
and there are those who think the day of indict- 
ments is not far off. 


The old law under which Postmasters 
made a handsome profit by the sale of stamps was 
repealed by the last Congress, and a new law came 
into effect last July which reduced their compensa- 
tion to a percentage on the number of 
stamps canceled at the several Post-Officés. 
This put a quietus upon a very ex- 
tensive trade in the sale of stamps wy 
which a certain clase of Postmasters reaped a con- 
siderable harvest. For some time after the new 
law went inte effect there was no perceptible re- 
sult, bat the returns obtained at the Post-Office 
vesterday for the month of October show a clear 
gain for the Government. The sale of stamps at 
the Chicago Post-Office fur October, ’ 
amounted to $69,143.08, agaist $54.968.80 for 
October, 1877, giving an increase of $14, 174. 27.

Philadelphia. Desirous of ascertaining the un- 
expended balance of the present appropriation and 
the amount necessary to complete the building, 
Tre TRIBUNE reporter yesterday sought Gen. Me- 
Dowell, the Superintendent of the Chicago build- 
ing, and obtained the figures desired, together 
with some opinions from the General regarding the 
prospects of completing the building and getting it 
ready for occupancy. The unexpended balance 
to-day is $400, This will last. at the outside, 
until June next. Asto the opinion of Secretary 
Sherman that 8450, 000 was about the proper thing 
to ask for next year, Gen. McDowell remarked 
that the Secretary no doubt thought that was 
enough, but the trouble was that he wasn't on the 
ground and couldn't appreciate the necessity of a 
larger appropriation as a man here could appreciate 
it. It is well Known that the General has had to 
expen a portion of the appropriation, and that he 
will be compelled to spend more, for work which 
ought to have been done in a proper manner be- 
fore he took hold. The sewer arrangements have 
been altered, some of the bad stone in the porticos 
has been taken out, and the spaces fliled up with a 
solid mass of brick and mortar, the building has 
been closed in to protect it from the winter's 
storms, and various other needed improvements 
have been put through. Gen. McDowell says 
that the Supervising Architect's estimate of 
the amount necessary to finish the building and 
grounds, and furnish the structure, was $1,200 
000. which the General thinks was about the prop- 
er thing. Withan appropriation for the coming 
year of, say, $1, Gen. McDowell says he 
can finish the court- rooms and most of the offices 
by Dec. 1, 1879; and with an appropriation of 
$800,000 now and $500,000 a year from now. he 
believes he can finish the building, furnish it, and 
have it ready for occupancy in fifteen months.

MEDICAL TRsTIMONY. 

The Kennedy murder trlat was resumed yester- 
day morning mm the Criminal Court. 

Dr. D. R. Brower, a medical expert, wes the first 
witness. He said that he had been for seven years 
Supetintendeut of the State Asylum for the In-

sane at Williamsbarg, Va. He gare at some 
length the symptoms of insanity and eptlevef. 


Frothing at the mouth was one of the accompant- 
ments of violent convulsive epilepsy. There was 
also 8 tranment epilepsy. in which, for a few 
moments, the subject would have a momentary 
loss of consciousness, during which he would be- 
come rigid, and a slight convulsion would go over 
his body, These symptoms had been accurately 
described by three or four witnesses. The rule in 
epilepsy was that the mind was more or less 
affected, and was constantly tending towards in- 
sanity. The distinction between delirium and 
insanity was that the former was transitory, and 
was attendant upon some febrile disturbance of 
the body. The witness defined an illusion 
as an error of the sight or hearing, 
such as mistaking one object for another, —think- 
ing a book to be a box, for instance. A hallucina- 
tion was an error of the mind, such as seeing an 
object where there was nothing, —imagining a man 
suspended in the air, for tustance. A delusion 
was simply a belief in the illusion, or s co-opera- 
tion of the brain with the deception of the senses. 
The evidential value of these varied, the delusion 
ha the greatest weight ae bearing ou insanity, 
the hallucination coming next. and the illusion 
last. He believed epileptic insanity to be incur- 
able. From the interviews which he had with the 
prisoner, and from tue history of the case as told 
on the witness stand, he had no hesitation in de- 
claring Kennedy insane and incurable. 

Soon after the beginning of the afternoon session 
the prisoner, who had been sitting in court durin 
the trial, refused to etay any longer, and starte 
out of the court-room by the back way leading 
to the Jail. After some delay a bench was 
provided in the court-rodm, and he was shackled 
and brought in. Previous to this he had been con- 
versing with a female relative, and had told her to 
fetch him some poison or he would kill her. Her 
refusal to do this threw bim into an excited con- 
dition, and it was evident that only by the severest 
self-control could he restrain himself from going 
into a convulsion. 

Dr. Brower proceeded with his testimony on the 
cross-examination. As to the effect of intoxicat- 
ing liquors, he believed that the disturbance pro- 
duced by them would affect the >rain and bring on 
convulsions. There were undoubtedly people 
with insane impulses, which at some times they 
might be able to restrain and at other times they 
must yield to them. Some people were insane 
on one point, or apparentiy so, and were 
sane on all other topics, but at his 
Asylum such eases were generally sent home 
to their friends as being afflicted ‘With a mild type. 
But, according to his judgment, no person could 
be partially sane and partially imsane. An insane 
person was insane all over. There were two 
Causes forinsanity, the predisposing and the excit- 
ing cause, and in this case Kennedy had doth, the 
predisposing cause being hereditary and the excit- 
ing cause the injuries recetved on his skull, 

DR. HENRY M. LYMAN, 
a practitioner in Chicago for ten years, a Professor 
in Rush Medical College, and one of the members 
of the Medical Board of the County Insane Asylum. 
—1—— the opinions of :the last witness. He 
had examined Kennedy three times. The first 
time he began to talk with him, but Kennedy be- 
came violent, and it was 8 to get any- 
thing out of him, Later, Dr. Brower and the 
witness called, and tnis time the prisoner was 
quiet and answered their questions readily. The 
witness pressed upon the scar on his head, but 
Kennedy complained that it hurt him. The third 
examination was afew days ago, when Kennedy 
appeared complacent and happy, and talked readi- 
ly. When asked regerding the homicide, how- 
ever, he seemed to grow disconnected. The wit- 
ness thought that Kennedy was an insane epileptic. 

Nicholas Stefan wae recalled, and testified that 
he saw Kennedy on the morning after the murder. 
Kennedy was lying on the bed and vomiting, and 
there arose fumed of whisky. 

Assisiant-State’s-Attorney Weber made the argu- 
ment for the progecation. He said that as regard- 
ed the homicide th was no question, but wheth- 
er or not the p er was insane was what the 

jury must decide, It must be proven clearly to the 
jury that the mau Was insane or in an epileptic fit 
atthe time of thé committal of the murder. At 
the close of Mr. Weber's speech the Court ad- 
journed until this morning.

Tichenor sold his tease to 
the parties, and ey went to work and got out 
considerable, but nally abandoned operations. 
Tichenor used the. mgney he made to build the 
Tichenor House, and h took in as a partner a Mrs. 
Roggin. He hadn’t quite enough to finish ana fur- 
nish the building. so he borrowed several thousands 
from the State—eg money, which the officials 
were then loaning... The hotel didn't pay, so Tich- 
enor proposed to raffle it. tHe 80 several 
hundred tickets fer $5 a piece, but the 
raffle never came) I don’t know whether 
he redeemed the tickets, bat 1 think not. He 
owed a good deal.of money around town, and one 
evening gave a su at the hotel, to which he in- 
vited all dis credi There was plenty of wine, 
etc., and Tichenor made them speech. He told 
that he had only $1,400, and couldn't pay them, 
but he was going to, Utah, and, before the néxt 4th 
of July. would ride tn a coach-and-four and be 
worth a million. ‘Hd promised to pay, though he 
never did. He went to Utah, and the Emma Mine 
was the . STicbenor is a 
plausible talker, and uses la t 
would surprise you, as he is very illiterate, 
and can ecarcly write his 1 He lives high, — 
always stops at the. best hotels, gambles a good 
deal. and spends money liberaily, whether he has 
it or not. e borroWs a good deal, and forgets to 
pay, though he would loan res OS or $50 if he 
were flash. My impression has always been that 
there are moneyed men back of him who havea 
big slice in his swindling operations. The people 
at Lincoln looked upon him as an adventurer, 
having beard whispers as to his conduct before his 
arrival, yet while there he did nothing that was 
crooked, to their minds, except in the matter of 
the lottery tickets.

The trial was continued until to-day, when the 
defense claim they will set the matter right in the 
eyes of the Court.

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LITERATURE, 
MATTHEW ARNOLD'S POEMS. 
Macmillan & Co. have done good work in 
publsbing in one volume the poems of Matthew 
Arnold. The volume. too, has a beauty of biud- 
ing and printing, which will commend it to the 
simirers of thesc poems. We hope this eaition 


of Matthew Arnold’s poems may be the mcaus 
of making them better known than they are. 
Matthew Arnold’s reputation as the most ex- 
cellent of English critics is so exalted and so 
extended that it has overshadowed his reputa- 
tion as a poet. To many who are familiar with 
him as the author of the essay on Heine, and 
on Joubert, as the apostie of a culture of sweet- 
ness and light, he is unknown as the author of 
“Sohrab and Rustum.“ or Empedocies on 
Etna.” Aud that this should be so is not 
strange nor unjust, for Matthew Arnold is a 
more perfect critic than poet. In truth, he is 
a very excellent critic. Sometimes we may dis- 
pute his conclusions; we seldom can 
withbold our admiration of the man 
per in which be puts his argument. 
We may not always agree with him: .we never 
can upbraid him tor haste and want of prepara- 
tion. The beauty of his prose utterances are 
the despair of admirers. And with the 
matchless music of these sentences ringing in 
our ears, how can we essay to criticise the writ- 
ten words of Matthew Arnold! For he who 
would venture to citicise him must think how 
much better the critic would have put it,—how 
his well-stored mind would have viewed the 
sabject from all its aspects, how he would have 
brought the best obtainable thought to bear on 
it, how his active intellect would have played 
wound it, and how his pen would have fash- 
joned the whole into a thing of beauty. Let 
this feeling cause us to speak with becoming 
difidence. One to whom we owe so much per- 
fect pleasure we cannot approach with feelings 
of hostilitv. And, besides, the day when criticism 
cosisted simply in vituperation, and in expos- 
jag the comparatively insignificant wecknesses 
ina whole, has passed away. The best that is 
in books as in friends is gotten through sympa- 
thy. Jeffrey is dead; and to Matthew Arnold

THE EUROPEANS, 

“ The Europeans will go far to establish 
Henry James’ rank among the first of American 
writers of fiction. He isin some respects su- 
perior to any of those who might successfully 
dispute the claim to pre-eminence with him. He 
has much of Hawthorne's power of analysis, and 
even amore complete synthetic faculty. He 
has Howells’ charm of style, with more than bis 
energy. He bas not yet exhibited the dramatic 
skill of Mrs. Stowe in her solitary great work, 
but has surpassed her in every other quality of 
a good novel. 


Mr. dames bas properly offered this hook to | 


the public as a sketch. It lacks the element 
of a great and sufficient motive, and the robust 
tone which we are accustomed to associate with 


full-erown books. But it has things which 
are more necessary than these. It bas ad- 
mirable Studies of character, a loving appre- 
ciation of local coloring in and about Boston, 
and a cosmopolitan sympathy with strange ideas 
and tastes—that is to say, with human nature 
modified by surroundings. The character with 
whom the author has evidently taken the most 
pains is Mr. Wentworth, the Puritan father—we 
had almost said forcfather—of the story. He 
is, in the words of one of the Europeans, a 
tremendously high-toned old fellow; be looks 
as if be were undergoing martyrdom, not by 
fire, but by freezing.“ Mr. Wentworth, with 
his rigid countenance and freezing ways, re- 
minds one of avother distinguished New En- 
glander whose reputation in political circles is 
something of the same kind. The Puritan of 
the story has more than the average New Eu- 
gland borror of the Roman Catholics and for- 
eigners, whom he groups together by some 
mental process which he bas never fairly 
worked out. There is hardly anything 
better in the book than the dialogue between 
this old man and his nephew, one of the Euro- 
eans, peculiarly effervescent in his manner and 
habit of thought. Felix is a good amateur 
artist, aud talks of taking his Uncie’s portrait. 

‘>] should hke to do your head, sir,” said Felix 
to his uncle one evening before them all. 
think I should make avery fine thing of it. It's 
an interesting head; it’s very medieval.”

THE CERAMIC ART. 

It would at first sight seem improbable, from 
the number of works lately written upon this 
subject. that anything fresh or original upon it 
could be written. Previous authors, whether 
devoting themselves to a special department, 
as Birch to that of Ancient Pottery,“ or Mar- 
ryat to that of modern, or. as in ahe later case 
of Prime, to a geveral resume of the whole sub- 


| ject, in all times and in all countries, bad seemed | 


to treat their themes so exhaustively, and,there 
seemed, with some few exceptions, so little 
chance of obtaining new data, that, on seeing a 
tew book upon the subject announced, there 
could be slight expectation of finding in it 
any new information upon the subject. 
This is in the present case perhaps true, 
if we look onlv for direct information, but the 
student interested in this art who has a reason- 


ably good idea of its general history—its main 
technical processes, aud its nomenclature—will 


find in the volume under consideration that 


pleasure and interest, ‘by no meaus small, which 
an amateur or connoisseur in any subject finds 
iu the discussion or even gossip thereof. In the 
present case we find also somewhat more of an 
attempt, and a successful one, to deal a little 
more fully than usual with the historical data 
of the t epochs and varieties of creative 
work in clay; to place somewhat clearly before 
the reader the environments of time and cir- 
cumstance under which special schools of cerain- 
tc work were born and flourished; to state 
the causes which led to them, and to analyze 
aud discuss the theories and opinions rziating 
to them. This treatment of the subject, 
though we may in some cases differ 
from the concluswns of our authoress, may fee! 
some of her generalizations io be hasty, or even 
her data to be incorrect, serves to give the book 
a certain flavor akin to that of Mr. Elliott’s on 
the same subject, which, though offering noth- 
ing particularly new in the way of information. 
yet lose the impress of his special thought and 
feeling on the different questions relating to 
the subject, which are what are wanted in ap 
author by those who look beyond the mere 
statement of facts and processes with which they 
are acquainted. Sucha treatment serves, too, 
not only to interest but to inform and stimulate 
the reader. He finds, as for instance in the case 
of the introduction into Italy of the processes 
of the stanniferous enamel, and the metallic 
lustre, or of the extent of the precedence of 
China over Japan in porcelain-making, or of the 
making of porcelain in India or Persia, that there 
are two sides to these questions, aud 
that they are fairly open to discussion; 
and this very fact leads the individual reader 
to look into these matters a little for himself, 
and hence to get mat knowledge obtained by a 
httle careful investigation, which so far outlasts 
the mere reading it as a narrative. The au- 
tboress shows ber individuality not only in her 
discussions and in the fulness of her historical 
rehabilitations, but also in her suggestions of a 
new momenclature for the divisions of ceramic 
work in geveral, and those of Oriental work in 
particular. The somewhat arbitrary and un- 
certain division into families by eoors, as that 
ol the rose, or the green, she would have yield, 
certainly in the case of Japanese work, 
to that by localities as Hizen or Kaga, or 
makers as Banko or Erakn. 

One notable feature of the book is that many 
of its illustrations ure drawn from, specimens— 
and worthy ones too—owned in this country; 
we wish that our own city were richer iv them. 
She adds her testimony, too, to that of the large 
number of intelligent: writers upon art 
who protest against the fetters bound upon 
the progress of good art in this country, by the 
irrational, unfair tariff, which not only exciudes 
trum this young nation, so sadly m need of 
examples of the great art of the great past, 
wheretrom to study and educate itself, those 
masterpieces which would so help and delight 
us, but actually discriminates in its charges in 
favor of mere mauulacture over artistic work. 

The work will please and instruct those per- 
sons enough intereste the subject to read it 
careiuily, and is especially opportune to those 
who are looking forward with pleasurable ex- 
pectation to the coming exbibit in our midst 
of some of the choicest specimens of ceramic 
work which our community owns. (* The 
Ceramic Art.” By Jennie J. Young.

BAR AND BENCH OF MISSOURI. 

A handsomely-printed volume of 600 pages, 
by the Hon. W. V. N. Bay, late one ef the 
Judges of the Supreme Court of Missouri, has 
just been issued. It is made up of biographies 
and reminiscences of the Bar and Bench of Mis- 
souri. It is confined exclusively to those who 
have died, and has an interest far beyond the 
limits of that State. it treats of many men 
who have bad a national history and reputation, 
and gives much that pertains to the early his- 
torv of the Northwest. The volume bears au 
engraved portrait of Rufus Easton, one of the 
pioneer settlers of the then comprehensive Ter- 
ritory of Louisiana. In 1804, shortly after the 
acquisition of Louisiana, bearing letters of in- 
troduction from Aaron Burr, he started for New 
Orleans, but stopped at Vincennes, ind. in 
1805 ne reached St. Louis. Aided by Burr. he 
was appointed Judge of the Territory of Louisi- 
ane. Burr, in aunouncing the appointment, 
wrote to him urging a friendship on bis 
part for Gen. Wilkinson, and stated 
that be would probably float down the Ohio 
River in the spring. Burr was then Vice-Presi- 
dent, and, with Wilkinson, was preparing the 
great conspiracy to establish a grand Western 
Empire. It was on this trip that Burr made the 
acquaintance of Biennerhassett and bis beauti- 
ful wife, whose story has been made historical! 
by the eloquence of Wirt. During all bis jour- 
nevs he was in correspondence with Easton, — 
finally, with Wilkinson, met Easton at Ne 
Orleans. The conspirators then learned that 
Easton could not be depended upon, and be was 
excluded. All this correspondence concerning 
tue copspiracy, with letters of President Jeffer- 
sou, Wilkinson, and others, is collected in the 
biography of Easton, much of whichis new, and 
throws great light on the history, progress, and 
explosion of theconspiracy. Easton represented 
the Territory in Coneress, beld nearly ali the 
offices in succession, and his great abilities and 
many virtues entitled him justly to pre-emi- 
nence in his day. 

Among the other men named in this volume 
whose fame has extended beyond Missouri, 
and who, in their day, were conspicuous for 
their ability and for distinction in national 
affairs, we find Thomas H. Benton, who was 
ove of the first United States Senatora from 
Missouri, and who continued in that office 
thirty years. The sketch of Col. Benton is in- 
teresting aud historical. David Barton. who 
was elected Senator at the same jime with 
Benton; Edward Bates, who was Attofney-Gen- 
eral under Mr. Lincoln; Gen. Frank P. Blair, Jr. ; 
Senator L. V. Bogy. who died a few years ago; 
Henry 8. Geyer, an old Whig, who also reached 
the Senate: James 8. Green, a man of great 
ability, and who at the time received much 
promineuce because selected by the South as 
Chairman of the Senate Committee on Terri- 
tories when Douglas was deposed on account of 
his opposition to Lecomptonism; Luke E. 
Lawless, whose imprisonment for contempt by 
Jadge Peck led to the celebrated impeachment 
and trial of that Judge by the Senate of the 
United States, and which also ied to 
the statutory definition of contempt iu 
United States Courts.“ Of course Judge Peck, 
whose trial was an event in that day, is also 
sketched in this volume; and Trasten Polk, ex- 
pelled from the U nited States Senate for treason. 
Besides these are many others eminent as 
Judges aud lawyers, all of whom by their pub- 
lic services have covtributed to the high charac- 
ter of the legal profession in Missouri. Many of 
these sketches have a general interest every- 
where, but to the Bar ali over the country they 
will be peculiarly acceptable. 

Judge Bay has performed his work with great 
success. ‘The book is not a mere compilation 
of eulogies; he has made it exceedingly 
interesting, and his good taste is especially 


commendable.

REFLECTIONS ON LIBRARY WORK. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Torro, O., Oct. 29.—In my perambalations 
recently about our library, coming suddenly 
upon Mr. Fiske’s much-quoted article on a 
‘*Librarian’s Work in a file of unbound 
Atlantic Monthys on a quiet shelf, the ovening 
paragraph caused me such a start of surprise 
that it had nearly led to my discovery by our 
quick-ered librarian, and would undoubtedby 
have put an end then and there to all future 
speculations, but that sbe was so absorbed in 
the mysteries of the Amherst system of classifi- 
cations. I was thus enabled to get back to cover 
without discovery. 

And so the question, What do you do with 
your time — As though,“ says Mr. Fiske, *‘ the 
position of librarian, being virtualiy a sinecure 
office, must leave so much leisure for private 
study aud work of a literary sort —is the ex- 
pression of a far-reaching opinion. Why, it 
was not five minutes ago that I heard 
a lady saying much the same thing to 
one of our wed?y assisiants, who, for 
six mortal hours, in answer to demands, 
bad been putting together the titles and authors 
of such books as the “Mad Marriage” and 
* Qalv a Clod,” with scarcely a variation in the 
monotony by a requirement for information 
upon some subject of hgher intellectual inter- 
est. 

Indeed! .1 am sure if, by any phonographic 
process, we could preserve the most-asked ques- 
tions in our library, weck in and week out, 
next to inquiries fur Anything of Mary J. 
Holmes s. Miss Stevins s, Miss South- 
wick 's ! —as a copscientious cricket, | must 
give pronunciations exact, — this popular fallacy 
upon the advantages of library opportunities 
would come next in order. 

Catalogue-making, however, except in a few 
of our large and weil-endowed libraries, where 
book-acvessious are limited only by the judg-

These 
may be classified ip three divisions, viz.: The 
people who kuow what books they want, and 
can get them; the people who kaow what books 
they want, and can't get them; and those who 
don’t kaow what they want, and must depend 
upon some outside sourcéfor suggestion. . As 
Prof. Robinson has justh said, Lae questiun 
in most libraries at preseut is not Huw suall the 
experienced reader be assisted {—though it may 
be questioned if even he, in bis search, will not 
often pass by what, if found, would serve him 
best; it has reference to the learner, not to the 
learned,—to the generalyreader, not to the 
specialist.“ ,

Perhaps, as 
a side issue, Prof. Groldwin Smith's paper on the 
Decline of Parties, or the regent Symposium on 
tne value of popular judgments, by a group of 
English Parliamentary deaders, reproauced for 
an Awerican public ae ages of the /’oru.ar 
Sefence supplement. nother student, who is 
preparing an essay upon Celture, and wishes to 
know what our best writers have to say on this, 
is referred to the elegant essays by Matthew 
Arnold and Prot. Shairp upon this 
subject. For others, ‘asking suggestions 
of desirable things’ in literature, 
the discerumg librariat will come up to the 
requirements of each individual teste, sending 
one delighted away With an introduction to 
Maurice de Guerin or the Cause de Lundi 
of St. Beuve,—perbeps some brilliant essay by 
Mr. Gladstone or Mr. Froude,—while others 
there may be to whom the life of the Count 
Montalemvert, or of Charles Kingsiey, may 
awaken new interest fm tae changing currents 
of social and political eveuts beyond the sea, 
or the Chronicies of the Schonberg-Cotta Fam- 
ily in the history of religious progress, that will 
not cease in their developments with th: read- 
ing of these books. 

Une might go on indefinitely with the oppor- 
tunities of a librarian in this direction of a 
service which is nét only important to the 
public, and often an intellectual compensation, 
but in which there are alse the trials which such 
dependence entails. What, for instance, is the 
symuathetic librarian to do with: that class who 
want a novel without) mucu fiction in it,“ 
—whoexpeut the at to be qual to all 
interpretations of pro tion, and to have 
av instant apprehension of the wants of. the 
book-applicant, no matter under what title it is 
asked for? 

Recently | came upon one of our assistant 
librarians in an alcove, where she had retired to 
escape observation, nearly in convulsions over a 
request for the Leg-End of the Madonna,” 
and soon alter another politely trying to inter- 
pret the wants of au inquirer for something 
of Feminine () Cooper's.“ The look ot per-

I think an answer to the qualifications asked for 
by Mr. Mullins in a library attendant, that of 
divination, sbould claim attention from those 
into whose bands the proposed training of our 
future librarians is to be placed. 

We have been rearranging our library on the 
Amherst plan, and after a careful investigation 
of this system, and the present arrangement of 
our books, I am inclined to think that the 
librarian who is quoted by Mr. Mullins as say- 
ing that the one who reads is lost ’’ must be 
an apostie of this new system of library econo- 
mies. For it is my oOpinion—and | cive it not 
without due appreciation of the extraordinary 
ingenuity manifested, and of the occasional 
values of ghe system—tnat a more complicated 
and arbitrary subordination of books tu system 
it would be difficult tu eonceive. 

In all methods of book arrangements for the 
public library two objects are generally kept in 
view—the one totacilitate and simplify the work 
of the librarfän, the other to bring books on 
kindred subjects into satisfactory relations for 
the convenience of the librarian and the spe- 
cialist. The difficulty of determiuing these re- 
lations with a arge class of books is sufficient 
evidence that any attempt at an elaborate sys- 
tem of grouping will be hazardous in theory 
and confusing in application. 

bis nus, however, deen attempted in the 
Amnerst plan, and the result is, that in order 
to supply the frustful headings and sub-heads 
of this new system with a reasou-to-be,“ 
there arc associations aud separations among 
the books subjected to it that will create their 
own confusions in the mind of the reading li- 
brarian. A way out of these verplexities is of- 
fered, it is true, in tle call-pumbers and the 
catalogue, but these do not afford a satisfactory 
solution to these mystifications, and are only au 
cxasperacion iu those hurried moments when 
there is no tune for looking up facts iu the cata- 
logue and one is rash enough to turn to their 
iuner consciousness for iuspiration. A system- 
maker, for instauce, may determine, for reasons 
of his own—and very good reasons, too—tbat 
cook-books shall have their place with dramatic 
literature—surely is there not a dramatic @ 
well as an esthetic side to the culinary art 
and with the eall-pnumbers, the catalogue, 
and an average memory, the (librarian 
will wundoubtediy be able to unravel 
these strange freaks of position. All 
tie same, however, the resason-to-be 
of these groupings will be a perplexity which 
only those who have succeeded, alter the pre- 
Raphaélite method, in getting behind tbe soul 
of tne svstem-maker will’comprebend. It is 
pot to be understood that in the Amherst plan 
cook-books have come into ultimate association 
with the English drama. The iliustration is a 
good ove, though, and answers very weil as an 
example of the curious surprises which this 
system has for those who come to cujoy its 
promised advautages. 

But why should we speak in riddles when we 
may have facts! As books have bern hitherto 
known of men, they have come under the few 
toliowing simple classifications, as History, 
Travels, Biography, Science, Fiction, Poetry 
and the Drawa, Philosophy, Theology, and Mis- 
cellancous Literature. in the Amherst plan, 
all this is changed. ilere the literature of our 
librarics arranged in nine great groups, 
as Vhilo y, Laeolvgy, — — . , Phiiology, 
Natural Sciewce, Useial Arts, Fine Arts, Litera- 
ture, and History. Each of these nine general 
divisions is again divided into nine parts, with 
a zero attached, each division obtaining in this 
arrangement a special divisional number. The 
headings of these general groups are again sup- 
}osed to affect more or less the suab-groups— 
more if possible. and less where impossible 
in each particular department. Thus, in Biog- 
rapby, which forms in this system a part of the 
great historical division, we have « small group 
of philosophers; another of pious men and 
women, representing the Philosophy and The- 
ology of the system; while iminediately follow- 
ing we have another group of biographies work- 
ing out the mventor’s idea of Suciciog:, aud 80 
forth and so ou. Some of the divisions are not 
so pliant, however, as, for instaoce, Useful 
Arts. Fine Arts, and the Natural Sciences, 
where theology bas scarcely any influeygce. This is 


not a matter for surprise, U We take into con-

Now, if I have been so fortunate as to make 
the exposition of the genéral features of this 
system iu any wise clear, it will be seen that 
the breaking up of Biography into groups, and 
the doubling up of special groups so that these 
may not exceed the digits nine, must bring 
about their own cunfusions with all who have 
not been loi familiar wath these facts. ‘The 
theory, however, upon which this much division 
is based is, that specialists when they do come 
to understand the 9 will be able to go to 
any group more readily for special studies. 
Thus, to the group of statesmen, for the life of 
a statesinan, to the group of artists, for the liie 
of an artist; to the group of /déerateurs and 
orators, for toe life of a literary man or an 
orator, etc. Whatever the case may bein a 
college library, I think the expenence of those 
in public libraries is, that applicants for 
biography, as a geveral thing, do not come 
with vague requests for the life of a states- 
man, —tue requisition is for the life of some 
particular statesman. If, however, the appli- 
cant does come in suchadazea condition of 
wants, there is scarcely a library where some 
varticular statesman may not be provided; or, 
if such libraries there be, I do not see how the 
Amherst plau is to bring about the desired reior- 
mation. 

Agaiu, the understandings of a librarian may 
place a history of this class in one of several 
places. Are we, for instance, to look for the 
lite of Benjamin Franklin with scteutists, philos- 
uphers, or statesmen! For Macaulay with 
litterdieurs or in social biography! Again, in the 
department we have bitherto known as Miscel- 
lany, now forming a part of the great group of 
Literature, we und this divided into fractional 
parts,—as Collections, Essays, Humor, Letters. 
Miscéilany, etc. Now where ii a number of 
places that the following books are likely 
to be shall we fiud them! Are Carlyle’s 
Miscellanies in Collections or Essays! 
Shall we find *The Autocrat of the 
Breakfast Table’’ in Miscellany or Humor? 
And where, O where, are irying’s Alham- 
bra and ** Twelve Miles from a Lemon’? The 
reading librarian who goes to his inner con- 
sciousness tor light wWill, indeed, be lost 
amid discrimivations where ministers are 
Theology ’’ a@d missionaries age Sociology“; 
where Gala Days,” * Back-Log Studies, and 
Michelet’s “L’Amour” flauot gavly in Es- 
says., while Nursery Noouings is romance, 
„My Summer in a Garden“ is Useſul Arts, 
and Micaelet’s ** Woman” is Ethics, Or, again, 
turning to other departments, where we find 
Agnés Qtrickland’s Lives ot the Queens of 
Kngland”’ and Voltaire's Age of Louis XIV.“ 
are Biography; while Mra. Matthew Hall's 
Lives of the Queens oi England Before the 
Norman Conquest and the Ae of Queen 
Anne are tiistory. And what is one to do, in 
the presence of tbat ail-pervading mystery—the 
„Spirit of society ’’—which intrudes itself in this 
system in every department ot our library econo- 
mies, and where we lud Mr. Sunwer and Beck- 
er's “Callus” are Sociology, and soare Coal 
Statistics’! It is a thing. however, for which to 
be devoutly thankful, that these zeroes, and 
digits, and much Sociology, have not become as 
obstrusively mauifest in romance as in other 
departments, in which field so large a portion of 
a Ubrarian's work lies. : 

Another question 1 should like to put to an 
enlightened public, before the cuuclusion of the 
present vhirrup, is, Why do we find such curious 
discriminations in some of our catalogues in 
names with the prefix “D” before them, as 
D'lstaeli, D’Aubigne, and D’Ussoli! While 
D’ Israeli is invariably included with the D’s, the 
prefix with the other names is as ofted ignored 
as recogmized, and these are classified with the 
A’s or O's, as the case may be. 

THE PORTFOLIO. 

The Portfolio for October is at hand. It con- 
tains the ninth number of the etchings from 
“Pictures by Contemporary Artists,“ this one 
being The Silent Counselor,” etched by L. 
Lowenstain; the fifth paper on Edinburg, the 
special subject Grayfriars, text by R. L. Steven- 
son and etchings by Lockart and Paterson; the 
seventh of Atkinson’s papers on The Schools 
of Modern Art in Germany,“ treating of Cen- 
tral Germany, illustrated by a beautiful etching 
by Friedrich of Kaulback’s Deluge“; and the 
covtinuation of Mr. P. G. Hamerton’s sketch 
of Turuer. In this last article it is said that 
* Turner at the age of 64 really entered upon the 
period of his decline; adecline of which it may be 
truly said, that, although it afforded ample op- 
portanities for the crucities of criticism, it 
proved, tar more than the cautious advances 
of his early manhood, the essentisliy pictorial 
quality of.his mind. For what in his last years 
did he retain, and what did the enicebled hand 
surrender! He retained color, reflection, mys 


tery,—the qualities which only the mé@st culti- 
vated care toror apprehend. He lost the firm 
grasp of objects which is, I will not say the ju- 
fancy, but toe early manhood, of the pictorial 
art. This judgment is, of course, calculated 
to amaze many admirers of Turver, for in the 
period referred to some of his most unportent 
works were produced. But the subject may 
perhaps be more tairly considered when Mr. 
Hamerton’s next paper appears. Of the etch- 
ives in this number it is impossible to speak 
with unreserved praise. The Alorna Todema 
is not in all respects vieasing, because the 
painter himself is immensely overrated, but 
the sketch of Grayfriars and the etching of 
Kaulbach’s Deluge have a bigh degree of merit.

FAMILIAR TALE. 


CHARLES READE AND MRS. BUR- 
NETT. 

Charles Reade has been writing a dramatic 
version of That Lass o' Lowrie’s,” and, as he 
was known to have negotiated with an actress 
for its production in America, Mrs. Burnett, the 
author of the novel, and alsoot adramatic version 
of it which was produced last night in Philadel- 
phia by Mrs. John T. Raymond, protested against 
this course by means of a letter from her hus- 
band, Dr. Burnett, to Charles Reade. Charles 
Reade’s reply and Mrs. Burnett’s rejoinder, 
which are given below, are what a late disctm- 
guished editor would call mighty ioterestin’ 
readin’,’”’ and they need no furtoer iutibduction: 


CHARLES READE TO DR. BURNETT. 

19 ALBERT GaTE, KNIGHTSBRIDGE, LONDON, Oct. 
12. 1878.—Dear Sin: I beg to acknowledge your 
favor, of which 1 hope you keep a copy. I witi 
endeavor to answer its points. 

The report you have heard is true as far as this: 
Iam one of four persons who have dramatized 
That Lass o' Lowrie’s’’ in England. There was 
no earthly reason why we should not do so. The 
uathoress in ber book has shown a natural and 
proper desire to retain copyright in both countries. 
Sut she has not printed one syllaole to lead one to 
suppose she desired to retain stage-rightinit. And. 
as it is not the babit of novelists, unless 
ti.ey are known dramatists, to dramatize 
their own works, she has left thw entirely 
open, especially as the law of England 
gives no novelist sfage-rights in hia works, out 
only copyright, or the sole right of printing and 
publishing. I willadd that of the tbree other Eu- 
glish dramas on this subject one was played all 
over Engiand for ten months, and another for four 
months, and the third publicly advertised before 1 
took the subjectin hand, and I should not have 
done it then if Mrs, Burnett had veen ithe audhor of 
either of these versions, or if the authors had 
shown themselves capable of dealing with the sub- 
ject. 

ut here was a subject wretchedly handled, open 
in law, open by Custom, and @yparentiy open in 
morality, for novelists do not dramatize their 
works, and the book itself claimed no such right. 
So much for England. where every novel of 
mine is dramatized by others unless I produce a 
drama on the subject before the novel and give due 
notice of staye-right. ‘The American busi- 
ness isa mere offshoot. Miss Eytinge was here, 
and knew ] was about ‘o produce tue drama and 
had taken a theatre at Liverpool for the purpose. 
She knew my arama would be taken for the United 
States by somevody, and she treated with me for 
it. Some time ago she let me know that Mrs. Bur- 
nett desired to deal with the subject in ner own in- 
terest. 

I wrote to say that neither in England norin the 
United States does there exist any such thing as 
stage-right toa novel, out stil it would be agree- 
able to my feelings if she would come to terms 
with Mrs. Burnett and pay her so much for eaca 
representation; and that I. myself, would forego u 
similar proportion of my very moderate fee. Thus 
the matter stand: as regards Mrs. barnett and my- 
self. Asregarde me and American citizens gen- 
erally. they bave always robbed me of my dramatic 
property under circumstances very different. lam 
a dramatist. Nothing bat bad laws ever drove 
me into the novel. My novels are known 
to have a drama already written behind them: yet 
tne American managers take every one of them and 
get soine scriobler to write the drama, though I 
offerthemmime. Toaey drive me off their stages 
with bad versions of White Lies,” **Grifith 
Gaunt.” „Rachel the Reaper, Put Yourself in 
His Place.” Foul * etc., thongh I offer 
taem the good dramas. he scribblers and thieves 
of the nation have never consented to share with 
me; tney nave always taken every cent, and driven 
me entirely off the American stage by means of my 
own talent and labor. 

No egg can be roasted all on one side. I cannot 
be divinely just to American citizens in a business 
where thev never suo me one gram of human 
justice or even mercy; and so jong a& your nauou 
js a literary tmef you must expect occasional re- 
prisals. ‘hese reprisals are a sort of bad equity. 

However, I only throw this ont as a general 
proposiion. Notwithstanding my own bitter 
wrongs as a dramatist, | am unwilling to injure 
Mra. Burnett's interestain the United States. I 
Shall now write to Mies Eytinge more decidedly, 
requesting her to offer a nightly fee to Mrs. Bur- 
nett. Should she come to terms with Miss Ey- 
tinge, that lady will also pay her a portion of my 
fee, if she does not rob me of these fees as Miss 
——, the last American actress I trusted, did. 1 
will, with pleasure, also ailow Mrs. Burnett 
something out of my English profits. if any. But, 
not to raise any great exvectation on that point, I 
must tell yon that my predecessors on this subject 
have very much prcjadiced the London managers 
acainst it, and I have no offer for it whatever at 
present. 

But it ie only in London that an English author 
can realize large protits by a piece of this Kind. 
which entails great expenses and requires a full 
company of good actors to do it properly. 

j spall ask Miss Eytinge to suspend performance 
until she has used ali reasonable endeavors to come 
to a friendly understanding with you, and I re- 
epectially advise you not to neglect to negotiate 
with her. but to make terms and stipuiate that she 
puts on the bills by consent and special treaty 
with Mrs. Burnett. Thet will serve to ter up 
your imayinary richt. for. believe me. in the United 
States, as in England, there is no such thing as 
stage-rightinanovel. Yours respectfully.

THE BRAIN AND INTELLIGENCE, 


Paris Dr. Lebon gave the results of his experi- 
mental researches on the variations of volume 
of the cranium in relation to intelligence. Ac- 
cording to observations made on numerous 
series of crania it is proved that intelligence is 


best endowed races, and among races the most 
intelligent individuals having the most volumi- 
nous cranium. By comparing ‘these series of 
crania it is also tound that tle su erior races 
present a much greater number of v luminous 
crania than the others. The same phenomena 
is presented iu proportion to the degree of civ- 
ilizution;, the Parisian crania of the twelfth cen- 
tury present, for example, a less volume than 
the craum of modern Parisians; at the same 
time, the difference among individuals becomes 
more cousiderabie. + Dr. Levon does not believe 
that bight cxercises any considerable influence 
ou the volume of the cranium and the weigut * 
the brain. Nevertheless, with equyl nicht, 
the woman has a brain less heavy than 
the man. The author, from a Kudy of 
seventeen male seventecn female brains, 
found between theala Mfference of 172 graahies 
to the advantage of the former. itis Worth of 
remark that among the superior races the 
cranium of the woman is generally mach less 
than among the inferior races. 
Levon says, tothe msiguificant part taken by 
women in the work of modern society.

Dr. Broca, in remarking on Dr. Lebon’s paper, 
said that, if among the less civilized races the 
dfflerence between the volume of the crania of 
men and women is relatively small, wulle it is 
great among civilized races, this does not prove

EL, III., Oct. 27.—Fancy toilet set: Here 
is something new, cheap and durable, for bed- 
room set. Material and cost are as follows: Two 
sheets black embossed bristol board. 20 cents; 
three ounces scarlet zephyr, 45 cents; two yards 
steel wire, one-quarter inch wide, 5 cents; scarlet 
cambri¢, one-half yard, 4 cents; smal! chip basket, 
two inches high, 15 cents: heavy pasteboard, 
eighteen inches wide, twenty-eight inches long, 
16 cents; double scarlet zephyr, one ounce, 15 
cents; shallow cigar-box, old pasteboard box, and 
package long splints, 10 cents. The set consists 
of epiasher, catch-all for soiled handkerchiefs, 
hair-receiver, hair-pin cushion, comb-case, hand- 
kerchfef- box. 

I will begin with catch-all: Cut of black B board 
a piece twenty-three inches long and five and a half 
inches wide, of pasteboard same; glue pasteboard 
together. allowing ends to lap one inch; when dry. 
give the black over u; next crochet chain-stitch of 
single zephyr long enougn to go around it, join, 
avd crochet six rows in long loop or shell-stitch; 
then narrow every row until you have a round bag 
‘erght inches long; crochet two round balls, and 
stuff with cotton; fasten to twisted cord of double 
zephyr tweive inches long; sew this to bottom of 
bag and tie; cut cambric size of pasieboard, sew 
wire on the inside of pasteboard; then glue the 
cambrie around the top one-eighth of an inch on 
outside so it will show no stitches around top edge. 
Have the cambric thirteen inches wide, so it will 
form bag: gather the bottom edge together and 
fasten, then sew onthe crocheted bag, and finish 
top of pasteboard with crocheted edge standing un 
and twisted cord below it: also one where bag is 
sewed on. Glue on embossed picture three inches 
high in fine twist cord a vard long; cut in two, and 
sew ball on each end; tie two ends together three 
inches from the end, letting balls hang down; 
fasten the other end of each on the side of catch- 
all at the top so it will hang even: make two ape 
of cord one iach from ball, and sew firmly. The 
side with piciure is the front; hang in corner. 
Next week I will give directions for hair-receiter 
and hair-pin basket. The set, when made proper- 
ly, is worth $6, and will cost less than $2. Any

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Bunxrnorr Home, neaR Dwient, III., Oct. 
25.—During the last few months you have pub- 
lished in THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE many letters 
from this region, and the burden of our song 
has been, “Awful mud“; “ Horrid roads“: 
„ Diten you must, or bust“; What we have 
been suffering for a t horough system of drain- 
age“; and What this county will produce 
when all these beautiful farms are tilled and 
drained”; barély referring to the fact of an al- 
most total failure of crops for four years, which 
has put not only this county, but the adjacent 
counties also, in such a position that it became 
an absolute necessity for those who could not get 
away, and by force of circumstances were obliged 
to stay, to take the bull by the horns, go te 
work with the means in their power, and rescue 


themselves frum the bankruptcy and ruin to 


which they were fast drifting. ' 

For the last three or four weeks we have been 
among the farmers, observing what they were 
doing, and noting the rapid change, not onlv in 
their feelings, but in their acts, on this question 
of drainage. Every farmer who could buy, 
borrow, or beg a road-scraper has been at work, 
You cannot drive by any farm to-day but you 
will see the results of labor in the shape of a 
well-defined, broad, open djtch. 

The want of co-operation among farmers has 
in this respect worn off, and itis easicr now 
than ever before to get the consent of your 
next-door farmer to continue a ditch through 
his land. Last fall, at an expense of 850, we 
had all our open ditches cleaned ont. The 
farmers on either side of us utterly refused to 
clean out theirs. The consequence was that 
this spring, when the rains began to fall and 
the floods beat upon us,“ we had the satisfac- 
tion of seeing the water on ourjown farm in the 

ch, and our neighbors flooded for acres. 


Ihe result this fali is, that on his land he has as 


fine acrop of weeds as you would wish to see. 
and on ours as good a crop of corn as you could 
expect for the trying season just ended. Both of 
these farmers—the one on our right hand, 
the other on the left—have been for weckso0w 
ditch‘ng, until by the time the ground frcezes, 
we shall have a continuous open ditch nearly 
three miles long. Think of what a volume of 
water the poor farmer who has no ditch and is 
obliged to receive all this next spring, will have, 
perfectly inundating his whole. farm! et, 
while may be very properly called heroic 
treatment,” it will cure the disease.

(RAIN EXPORTS. 
Russia and the United States as Competit- 
ors in Cereals. 
New Fork Daily Bulletin, Oct. 28. 
Yesterday we called attention to the remark- 


able current development in our — 
interests and to the, cousequent very large .- 
crease in our exports of breadstuffs. This 
progress necessarily brings usinto immediate 
competition with Russia. Russia is pre-em- 
inently an agricultural country, and has been 
the chief source ot external supply tothose coun- 
tries of Europe which do not raise grein enough 
for the sustenance of their population, especial- 
iy Great Britain. For a long series of years 
back the deficiency of the British harvests 
has been steadily increasing. In 1856 Great 
Britain had to import 17,600,000 ewts, of wheat; 
in 1877, she imported 54,300,000 cwts, Or, tak- 
ing the period from 1856 to 1870, inclusive, the 
average yearly import for that period was 28, 
400,000 Gwts.; while, for the last seven vears 
(1871 to 1877, inclusive), the average annua! im- 
port was 45,200,000 ¢wts.,—an increase of 683 
percent. The chief competitors for supplying 
this largely increased British market have been 
the Unitea States and Russia, as being the two 
nations which have the largest surplus of grain 
for export. What has been the result of this 
competition will appear from the following 
statement of British imports of wheat, flour, 
aud Indian corn into the United Kingdom for 
each of the last ten years:

A giance at this comparison will show how 
completely Russia has been distanced in this 
competition. In 1808 Great Britain received 
from Russia 10,719,000 cwts., and from the 
United States, 10,504,000 cwts. ; last year the re- 
ceipts from Russia were i1,169,000 ewts., and 
from this country 48,730,000 cwts. Or, to avoid 
the irregularities of comparison that arise from 
the sclection of single vears, let us take an ay- 
erage from the three first and three last of this 
series of years. For the first three years (1868- 
60-70), the average annual receipts frown RKus- 
sia were 10,774,000 ewts., and trom the United 
States 183.794.000 cwts. ; for the last three vears, 
toe imports averaged, from Russia, 10,505,000 
ewts., and from this country 44,825,000 ewts. 
U gen this basis of comparison there is an in- 
crease in un ports from the United States of 
31,081,000 ewts., or 225 per cent. and, in the case 
of Russia, a decrease of 259,000 cwts. 

The agricultural resources of Russia, under 
actual cultivation, are larger than ours. Her 
cultivated area is 271,000,000 acres, while that 
of the United States was, last vear, according 
to the revorts of the Department of Agricult- 
ure, 120,000,000 acres, divided as follows among 
the different crops:

In considering this great disparity of culti- 
vated area, as between the two countries, the 
difference of population is to be taken into ac- 
count. The population of European Russia 
(which is the portion of the Empire to be here 
taken into account) is 64,000,000, while that of 
the United States may be estimated at 46,000,- 
000, thus giving Russia about 40 per cent more 
population to be supported from her crops than 
we have. But, while Russia has only 40 percent 
more population than the United States, her 
cultivated area is 126 per cent larger than ours. 
This disparity makes it the more remarkable 
that we should have gained upon Russia in the 
export of breadstuffs, and suggests a larger 
ratio of yield in this country. The Russian eys. 
tem of agriculture varies from ours in a way 
that may in some measure account for this 
seeming discrepancy. In a large portion of the 
country what is called the three-Held system“ 
is generaliy adopted, the working of which causes 
one-third of the land to be always in fallow. 
in other sections, vorincipally in Southern 
Russia, the “fallow system“ is adopted, which 
consists in raising three or four successive crops 
and then allowing the land to remain idle for 
five or six years. Under either system, a large 
portion of the land is non-productive. These 
systems, of course, largely reduce the average 
yield of the cultivated erea, require a large out- 
lay in ®wnership or rental of land, and, impose 
serious obstacles to yrodacing grain theaply. 
Agriculture, conducted on this basis, without 
modern labor-saving appliances, aud in the ab- 
sence of easy rail connection with the markets, 
can hardly stand any chance in competition with 
that of the United States, where the fluest vir- 
gin prairie lands can be had at a purchase price 
equivalent to the value of the first, crop and 
where the transportation facilities are so com- 
plete that grain can be carried from the farm to 
Liverpool within twenty-one days, fand for less 
than the cost of steam transport trom the Black 
Sea to that port. 

Under all the circumstances, Russia can only 
expect to continue to lose this very important 
brauch of hér foreign trade. Hitherto, cereals 
have constituted about one-half the value of her 
exports; and to be defeuted in a trade of that 
relative importance becomes a serious matter in 
her exchanges. Far more important, however, 
is the bearing of our competition upon the 
farming interests of Russia. To them, it means 
impoverishment and decadence; and what that 
portends to the political aspirations of Russta 
and to the internal harmony of the Empire it is 
not diſheult to divine. It would be wise for 
Russian statesmen to consider, whether in view 
of these facts, the very causes that are building 
up this Republic are not as surely sapping the 
foundations of the great Northern despotism, 
and whether vundersuch circumstances, it is pru- 
dent to waste the resources of the nation upon 
unproductive conquests.

LORD LORNE’S EXILE. 


The Noble Youth Ostracised for Marrying 
into the Royal Family. 
London World, Oct. 9. 

What may be promotion in some cases may be 
exile in others, The appointment of the Mar- 
quis of Lorne to the Governor-Generaiship of 
Canada, and his departure to the seat of his 
new authority, can only be regarded as the 
crowning symbol of that ostracism from his 
order and his adopted kindred to which he has 
long submitted at home, but of which there 
were signs that he was beginning to grow some- 
what restive. Born toimmense power and to 
high hereditary honors, the Queen's son-in-law 
underwent a deliberate process of self-efface- 
ment by taking a position within the glare of 
that flerce light by which only Kingsand Princes 
are visible. Establishing himself on the dau- 
gerous interspace which separates subjects from 
sovereigns, he found that he could not become 
a personage among the former, and that 
he was a cipher in the company of tne 
latter. By nature courteous, not devoid of 
ambition, and endowed with a feeblé order of 
mental talents, he found himself imprisoned on 
a bleak table-land of existence, with no career 
on which to feed his hopes, no encouragement 
for the exercise of his intellectual powers, 
nothing to gratify or stimulate the kindlier in- 
stincts of his disposition. He had eclipsed the 
ancestral honors of his nouse by perilous prox- 
imity to a house in which he never was, nor 
could be, at home. He was an anomaly in so- 
ciety and with his political party. He was an 
intruder among Princes and a wmock-Prince 
amoug peers. Onthe one hand, his presence 
was resented; on the other, it was suspected. 
Had he been of a resolute and independent 
character, he would have taken up bis own line 
and have shown that the heir toa Dukedom could 
be a political success,even though he had 
married the daughter of the Queen. But 
Lord Lorne was not the man to withstand the 
numbing, paralyzing influence within whose 
sphere he bad come. He was a norentity in the 
House of Commons, as he wasa nonentity out 
of it. He exercised his intellect upon the 
production of flith- rate literary compositions in 
prose and verse, and in the delivery of little 
lectures in Highland towns. But all this time, 
as the event proved, there slumbered a strong 
ambition beneath a feeble will. Recognizing 
the fact that his connection with the court was 
a fatal ohetacle to his achievements as a poli- 
tician, be resolved at last to see what could be 
done by embracing the destinv and adopting 
the arts of a courtier. The family of his wife 
had tacitly enacted a decree of partial ban- 
ishment against their new relative. 
Their new relative now proceeded to 
banish himself from the party of which 
he was nominally a member ju the 
House of Commons, and of which his father is 
a ditlident oracle in the House of Lords. The 
Imperial-Titles bill was brought forward, and 
the Marquis of Lorne voted with the Govern- 
ment that had won the peculiar confidence of 
the Queen, his mother-in-law. The policy of 
that Government on the Eastern question was 
discussed, and here again the Marquis of Lorne 
bade the same bold defiance to parental and po- 
litical ties. 

In accepting the succession of Lord Dufferin, 
Lord Lorne pursues the fate of banishment yet 
further. Courtiership has at last secured him an 
avenir, but that he should have to go out from 
his own home and his own kindred to find it is 
the crucial proof of the reality of that sentence 
of exile which he pronounced upon himself seven 
vears ago. Yet he sallies forth with a licht 
heart, and even with the elation of ignorance 
aud bumptiousness.

AN INTELLIGENT REPUBLICAN 
from the First Congressioual District gives 
the folluwing estimate on the result for 
member of Congress and the legislative 
tickets in that district: „We shall 
carry Rock County for Charley Williams by 
1,800, Walworth by 1,200, Racine by 600 (I 
should not be surprised to see I. 000), and 
Kenosha and Waukesha will be about even, 
giving, the two together, a little majority for 
Williams, if anything.“ These figures elect 
Williams over Parker (Democrat and Grecn- 
back) by 3,600 majority, with a chance for more.

This estimate appears to be moderate, and THE 
TRIBUNE correspondent iniiorses it, as far as it 
goes. The result in Racine on the Senator and 
two Assemblymen depends upou political ele- 
meuts which cannot be determined much in ad- 
vance of the election. The large body of em- 
ployes in the extensive mauufactories in Racine

Cali the Republican ma- 
jorities a couple of hundred less than this es- 
timate, and give the Democrats 300 more than 
the Republicans concede them, and the result 
is more probably indicated. In that view it 
will pot vary much from past years. 

There is no reason to anticipate anv change in 
the jegisiative representation of the four coun- 
ties Composing the Second District. Although 

one Assembly District in Jefferson and one in 
Columbia are close, both were represented by 
Democrats last winter, and there may be a Re- 
publican gain of one or both. 
INTERVIEWS WERE HAD 
at Madison by Tue TRIBUNE correspondent with 
Postmaster Keyes, Gen. David Atwood, Senato 
Burrows, Depublicans, and Gen. C. 
Parkinson, of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee. Col. Keyes expresses great conti- 
dence that the Republicans will elect a 
majority of both Houses of the Legislature, 
and will have a majority on joint ballot of about 
fifteen. He does not consider that there is anv 
doubt about the election of a Republican United 
States Senator.

The brilliant and eccentric Joe T. Mills, for- 
merly Judge of the Fifth Circuit, is a candidate 
for the Assembly in the Second District of 
Grant County. Last year the vote of the dis- 
trict stood: Republican, 721; Democratic, 922; 
Greenback, 365. This year, from appearances, 
the Democratic and Greenback vote in that, as 
in the other legislative districts of Grant 
County, are consolidated, leaving the district 
doubtful. There is reason to believe that the 
Republicans will gain a member io Crawford 
County, where the Democratic and Greenback 
vote is divided. 

THE MILWAUKEE DISTRICT 

is now a scene of the greatest activity. Every 
candidate and scores of politicians are on the 
war-path, traveling night and day through the 
mud, slush, and rain, or clainbering over the 
hubs, as the case may be. “A war of »lander 
aud vituperation was opened upon Judge 
Frisby, the Republican eatididate for Congress, 
which has not probably changed a vote against 
him, but has the usual effect of stimulating 
him and his friends to greater exertions. Mr. 
Deuster, the Democratic candidate for Con- 
gress, has just returned from athorough tour 
to of Washington and Ozaukee Counties, while 
Frisby is getting in bis work here in the city, 
speaking nightly to ward meetings, and making 
an excellent impression by his dignified bear- 
ing, his affable manners, the hardness 
of his financial opinions, and the bold- 
nese with which he expresses them. 
Deuster makes no speeches, aithough he is a 
fluent speaker in both English and German; but 
is making with his friends an active apd thor- 
ough subterranean canvass, which is quite as 
effective in dense population# as a more open 
and noisy one. The following are the estimates 
of the two parties on their respective votes. It 
will be seen that the Republicans do pot claim 
much, aud are aivderate:

By way of note. it may be said that the Re-

In the legislative districts of Milwaukee 
County the fight is exceedingly animated. I. 
W. Van Schaick has at length consented, after 
several refusals, to 

ACCEPT THE REPUBLICAN NOMINATION 
for re-election as Senator in the Fifth District. 
This district formerly gave 2,500 Democratic 
majority, but two years ago Van Schaick car- 
ried it by over 1,300; but his competitor was a 
most unfit and disreputable man, then @esting 
under indictment. Tilden at the same election 
carried the district by about 800 majority, and 
the Democratic majority in the district last 
year was between 400 and 500. It will be 
a close, bitter, and angry fight. The 
ill-advised course of one of the newspapers has 
brought into the campaign a leading financiai 
institution, of which one of the candidates is an 
attorney: but that has worked bad, because it 
appears thut two of the same pewspaper’s 
yarty candidates are Directors in the same in- 
stitution. Those things are always injudicious, 
like the Democratic assaults on Judge Frisby’s 
personal and professional character. D. G. 
Hooker is the Democratic candidate for Senator 
against Van Schaick, whose running qualities 
have heretoiore been tested like Van Schaick’s, 
aud found to be rood. 

In the Seventh Senate District the contest 
between Hyde (Republican) and Johnston (Dem- 
ocrat) will also be a close one, and every inch 
of ground is being fought over. 

The Assembly nominations are yet incom- 
plete, but they will be politically divided about 
as last year. 

MATT CARPENTER’S APPEARANCE 

in the local campaign has given it additional in- 
terest. It Was not expected by those not in his 
secrets that he wouid take any partin the can- 
vass, and he caused it to be given out on his 
sudden return to this city that it had no po- 
litical significance, and that he snould go back 

Washington perhaps before election,—at any 
rate immediately afterwards. Instead of that, 
it appears that he came home especially to make 
two or three bard-money speeches, evidently to 
counteract, if possible, the utterly silly bear- 
garden“ dispatch with which he unwittingly 
attempted political suicide. 

GEN. BRAGG’S DISTRICT 

is not as much agitated on the question of Con- 
gressman as on the local offices and members 
of the Legisiature. Bragg will be elected by a 
majority copsidecrabiy reduced from his vote of 
two vears ago, which exceeded 5.500. Last year 
the Democratic majority on Governor in the 
counties compvofSing the district was 2.987. and. 
owing to the Democratic demoralization in 
Dodge County, Bragg's majority this vear will 
be reduced below that figure. Bragg has done 
a great deal to demoralize the Democratic par- 
ty, not only in his district but throughout the 
State, and will suffer from it as much as any- 
body,—not in defeat but in loss of strength 
and prestige. It will be a poor 
showing when he goes backsto Congress with a 
meager majority of 2,000 to 2,500, or consider- 
able less than he had two years ago, and 
smaller by thousands than the district ever 
gave at a Congressional election. The local 
effect of the Democratic demoralization of 
which he was the author is felt in every part of 
the district. Senator Rankin, Ghairman of the 
Democratic State Committee, who was at 
campaign headquarters in Miiwaukee, looking 
over the canvass, has hurried home to Mani- 
towoec County, where his re-election to the 
State Senate was being opposed with unusual 
vigor. —not perhaps absolutelv threatening his 
defeat, but certain to reduce his majority to 
low water mark. 

Sat Clark, the Democratic leader in Dodge 
County, was in Miitwaukee the other day, and 
expressed contidentially to his friends his appre- 
hensions that Dodge County would elect a Re- 
publican State Senator and 

THREE OUT OF FOUR REPUBLICANS 

to the Assembiy, together with a Kepublican 
county ticket. In Fond du Lac County, under 
Bragg's personal management, the Democratic 
ticket is likely to be beaten at every point; and 
in Shebovgean the (Greenback diversion has 
taken the place of what there is left of the 
Democratic ‘party, which a few years ago had 
1,000 majority in the county. One campaign 
more under Brage’s leadership will anni- 
hilate the Democratic party in the State. 
The Republicans are making an active 
canvass in the Fifth District, and had on the 
stump Gen. Frank Winkler, the Hon: G. W. 
Hazelton, the Hon. Henry Fink, George W. 
Allen, C. C. Rogers, and local sveakers in great 
number. ihey have taken the hard money 
side of the question, and have met the issue 
fairly ann squarely. Gov. William E. Smith 
made one of bis strong, effective, hard money 
speeches at Fond du Lac Wednesday evening, 
and has made one or two other speecbes in the 
district. 


A POINT OF INTEREST 

is the Sixth District, represented by Gabe 
Bouck, in which he is a candidate for re-eiec- 
tion. J. V. Jones, a man of superior merit, a 
good business man, a clear headed, practical 
man of affairs, is the Republican candidate 
‘or Congress. agamst Bouck. He ought to be 
elected, and there is a fair prospect for that re- 
sult. The Greenback vote in that district is a 
peculiar one, and but little can be prognosticat- 
ed as to where it will hit, or who it will hurt. A 
sagacious Democrat recently predicted that 
Jones would be third in the race, and would 
get less votes than Steele, the Greenback can- 
didate, and an equally sagacious Republican 
ventured the same remark as to Bouck. 

THE SEVENTH AND EIGHTH DISTRICTS 
are remote from the political centres, and but 
little is known except by reports. Judge Hum- 
pbrey will be re-elected in the Seventh District 
by 5,000 majority. Gov. Pound is confident of a 
re-election in the Eighth District, and there 1s 
little or no reason to suppose etherwise. 


How Gas Is to Compete with Electricity. 
— Aan Times. 
Ide gas- manufacturers are not going to give 
up to electrieity withenta struggle, and, while 
the electric light is attracting so much attention 
by its brilliancy, the gas people are showing 
what their product can be made to do when 
concentrated. Recent inventions have’ been 
made whereby light of 150-candle power can be 
produced from one burner. The result is 
almost as dazzling as the electric ligbt itself. 
Gas was thus fearlessly burned by its cham- 


pions in the streets of Paris during the recent 


exhibition there of the electric light. The 
Albany Gas-Light Company have just or- 
dered two of these mammoth bDurners 
from London, in order to exhibit them in 
the Assémbiy Chamber some time before the 
sitting of the Legisiature. It is confidentiy be- 
lieved that two of the triple flame-burners, as 
they are called, will be sufficient to Naht the 
room for all purposes. A burner of this kind, 
only of one-third the proposed power, is now on 
exhibition at the office of the People’s Gas-Light 
Company, having been received to-day. It is 
made by Sugg, the great London manufacturer 
of burners, and is of fifty-candle power, burning 
fifteen feet of gas an hour. Such is the increase 
gained by such concentration that the iilumi- 
nation thus produced is equal to that of fifteen 
burners burning five feet per houreach. The 
triple flame-burners which have been ordered 
for exhibition in the Assembly Chamber will 
each burn forty-five feet of gas per hour, giving 
an illumination equal to forty-five buruers burn- 
ing 225 feet per hour. 
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Col. Richard Realf. 
Rnecial Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Prrrssure, Oct. 30.—Col. Richard Realf, 
whose death in San Francisco by suicide was 
avnounced this morning, was weil known here, 
where he had a multitude of friends, who ad- 
mired him for his splendid talents and fine so- 
cial qualities. He was born in Framfield, Sus- 
sex, England, June 14, 1834. In his 16th year 
he published some verses which attracted the 
attention of Lady Noel Byron. She assisted 
him to obtain a good education, and retained 
her friendship for him to the last. 

In tiis 20th year he came to the United States, 
and taught school fora while in New Jersey. 
While there he contracted an ill-assorted mar- 
riage, which proved the bane of his life. He 
soon grew tired of school-teaching, and went to 
New York, where he entered the field of jour- 


nalism. 
He was prominently identified with the Free- 


State movement in Kansas, in 1856, in which 
year he, together with a party of emigrants 
from Massachusetts, was arrested by order of 
Goy. Geary. In 1859 he edited a paper in Law- 
rence, Kas. He made the first Republican 
speech ever delivered in Mississippi. at Jackson, 
in the autumn of 1865. His bold avowal of anti- 
Slavery principles so exasperated the people 
that he had to leave the city by stealth to escape 
ivnching. He then went to South Carolina, 
where he organized and taught a colored schoo! 
for a few months. He quitted this employment 
to accept the position of Assessor of internal 
Revenue for the Edgefield District, which office 
he resigned in 1870 and returned North. 

About 1871 he came to Pittsburg, and secured 
a position on tae Christian Hadical. While 
there he formed the acquaintance of Mr. Brig- 
ham, of the Pitts burg Commerca’, thea in the 
zenith of its prosperity, who soon made a place 
for him on bis paper as an editorial writer. He 
retained this position until the Coummerciai was 
absorbed by the Gazetfe, when he was thrown 
out of employngent. He did not long remain 
idle, however, but entered, with all the zeal of 
his ardent nature, into the Murphy temperance 
movement as a lecturer, in which avocation he 
was remarkably successtul in making converts, 
and acquired great distinction as an eloquent 
aud effective speaker. 

About a vear ago his eyesight became im- 
paired, and he went to New York for treatment. 
When next heard from, he was inSan Francisco. 
That was about six months ago. Nothing more 
was beard from bim until last night, when the 
melancholy news Was transmitted over the 
wires that poor Realf had died by his own hand, 
a Victim of domestic trouble. 

He was in several respects a remarbable man. 
Asa newspaper-paragraphist, he ranked with 
the best. Many of his pungent utteranees en- 
joyed a wide circulation. As a poet, he pos- 
sessed decided merit. Several of his fugitive 
pieces appeared originally in Harper's) Magaz ne 
and in the At/antic Monthly; and at least one 
poem, entitled My Slain,“ was accorded a place 
in ** Little Classies, alongside of selections from 
Bryant, Longfellow, Byron, ana other eminent 
poets. The following is probably his last 
metrical production. It is entitled Indirec- 
tion.“ and appears in the current number of the 
Atlantic Month'y : 

Fair are the flowers and the children, but their 
subtle suggestion is fairer: 

Rare is the rose-burst of dawn, 
claspe it is rarer; 

Sweet the exultance of song, but the strain that 
precedes it is sweeter; 

And never was poem yet writ, but the meaning 
outmastered the metre.

Mr. Realf formed the acquaintance of John 
srown (Osawatomie) while tue latter was pro- 
jecting his tamous Harper's-Ferry raid. The 
vid hero and patriot took a special fancy to the 
ardent voung Englishman, and employed him as 
his private secretarv. A short time before the 
raid was consummated, Realf was sent to Kan- 
sas to confer with the Free-State men there, 
and thus escaped the fate which befell Brown 
and his little band. Realf always regretted 
that be was not permitted to take part in that 
remarkable affair. Being a life-long Abolition- 
ist, and as brave as a lion, he would giadly have 
shared the hardships and perils of that desper- 
ate enterprise. 

He served throughout the War of the Re- 
bellion,—a part of the time as a member of 
Gen, Hooker’s staff. He participated in the 
battle of Lookout Mountain, where he greatly 
distinguished himself. Soon afterward he was 
promoted to the Colonelcy of a Kampsas regi- 
ment, which he led in Soerman’s Atlanta cam- 
paignu, and thence to the sea. 

He was standing by the side of Gen. Lytle, 
author of “Iam dving, Egypt, dying,” when 
the latter was stricken down onthe bloody 
field of Chickamauga. The bullet that pierced 
the General's heart passed through a sonnet 
that Col. Realf had addressed to him a short 
time before. 

He brought with him from the army, at the 
close of the War, many testimonials to his gal- 
lantry. faithfulness, and competency, from 
some of the highest officers in the service— 
among them Fighting” Joe Hooker. 

As intimated above, Col. Realf was a brilliant 
man, whether as poet, journalist, or orator: 
and he numbered among his literary friends 
such men as Herace Greeley, Schuyler Colfax, 
William Lloyd Garrison, and others of equal 
lame, who knew and appreciated his many no- 
ble quaiities of head and heart. T. J. H.

An Interesting Case Concerning 
the Partition of Real 
Estate. 


Pottgeiser Insists. on Running His

Judge Williams has been for the past two or 
three days engaged in hearing a very com pli- 
cated case containing some interesting ques- 
tions as to what constitutes a partition, and the 
doctrine of estoppel. It seems that in 1862 
James and Frank Shanley bought a lot on the 
east side of Union street, a little south of 
Wright street, twenty-five feet front by 110 
feet deep. Two houses were built on 
the lot, —one on the front, with a 
five-foot alley left on the north side; the other 
near the rear, with a passage-way on the south 
side. The person living in the rear was to have 
a way out to the front by the alley on the north 
of the latter’s house, and the one living in front 
was to have accesstoacommon yard in the 
rir. Some sort a parol agreement for a parti- 
tion was made, and this was one of the vexed 
questions in the case: whether the agreement was 
sufficient. Frank Shanley died in March, 1873, 
and letters of administration were taken out 
by his widow soon after. Abouta year after 
his real estate was ordered to be sold by the 
Probate Court, and in July, 1876, his interest 
in this Union street lot, being an undivided one- 
half of Lot 7, Block 7, in the C. T. Subdivision 
of the N. W. \% of Sec. 21, 30, 14, was 
sold. James Stanley was present and bid, but 
the undivided interest was struck off to M ichae 
Carrick. in September following Car- 
rick filed a bill for partition, making 
the Shanley heirs parties defendant. In 
November, 1877, a decree was entered. 


and com missioners appointed, but 
they reported that the premises could not be 
divided. and a sale was ordered of the whole lot. 
A sale was accordingly had March 30, 1878, and 
the property bought by F. M. Carter for 8940. 
it having been appraised by the Commissioners 
at $1,400. The sum of $470, or one-haif the bid, 
was then paid to James Shanley, and received 
by his wife, and the remainder to Carrick. 
Shanley refused to vacate the premises, but af- 
ter a writ of assistance had been issued, and a 
lively contest had at the house, he and his wile 
were ousted. 

James Shanley and his wife then filed a bill on 
the 15th of June last setting up the above facts, 
and claiming that the lot had been divided be- 
tween him and his brother Frank by a parol 
agreement in March, 1863; that he had home- 
stead rights which had never been set off; and 
that the decree of partition was void. Two days 
were occupied ip the trial, a very large amount 
of testimony having been taken. The 
two principal questions were as to the 
existence and validity of the parol agree- 
ment for partition, and as to the 
question uf homestead, and whether Mrs. Shan- 
ley by receiving half the price of the lot was 
hot estopped from afterward claiming any fur- 
toer rights in the property. Col. Forrester ap- 
peared for the complainants, and Messrs. M. A. 
Rorke & Son for Carrick, Carter, aud Mrs. 
Shanlev, the administratrix. 

Judge Williams, in deciding the case, said 
the first question was whether there had been 
a parol agreement. The law was conflictin 
on the question whether a parol partition coul 
exist at law. but in this State the law was set- 
tied that it did exist. Ihe Supreme Court had 
upheld a parol partition as far as an estatedin 
equity was concerved; and had admitted the 
existence of a homestead right. In the present 
case the evidence as to the terms of the parol 
agreement was very conflicting. All but one 
of the witnesses on the subject were illiterate, 
and had only heard it read, and 
it was impossible to rely on their recollections 
after a lapse of fifteen years. Francis Shanley 
testified he drew the agreement, and that it was 
in his possession a long time. But he could not 
tell how the lot was to be divided. A parol 
agreement, to be valid, must be sufficiently defi- 
nite to allow its terms to be distinctly made 
out. If aline had been run across the lot it 
would have bern plainer, but each party 
seemed to have some rights in the other’s 
portion, and there did not appear 
to have been any exclusive possession by either 
party. Notorious exclusive possession migut 
authorize a court to eonclude there had been a 
severance of possession, but such was not the 
fact in the present case. It was not to be pre- 
sumed, if two parties owned parts of a lot in 
severalty, that one would permit the other to 
shut out his ancient lights. Neither party exer- 
cised au exclusive possession of any portion of the 
lot, except that part covered by their respective 
houses, and, in the absence of any definite 
agreement on the subject, the claim that the lot 
had been divided was not made out. 4 parol 
agreement for partition did not pass a legal 
title, but an equitable estate; but it would be 
subject to homestead rights, 

Asto the doctrine of estoppel. Was not 
Mary Shanley estopped by her receipt of the 
#460 from clamming any homestead interest? She 
was not bound by the proceedings in the Probate 
Court and the partition suit, but she 
was estopped by her acts. Mere laches on her 
part would not estop her unless it amounted to 
fraud. A homestead estate was no more precious 
than a woman's separate estate, and the law 
would throw around it uo more protection than 
around a dower claim. But if she had com- 
mitted an act which amounted to a fraud or 
tort she would be estopped. and it was a fraud 
for Mrs. Shanley to take the proceeds of the 
sale of the lot, and then attempt to geta 
homestead out of the same property. The bill 
would therefore be dismissed for want of 
equity. * 

An appeal was asked to the Appellate Court 
by the complainants. 

THE DAM AT DESPLAINES. 

About a week ago Richard W. Rathbone and 
Other property-owners along the Desplaines 
River, near Desplaines, filed a bill against John 
and Charies Schuh to prevent them from build- 
ing or maintaining a dam across the river below 
their property. Complainants claimed tnat the 
erection of the dam would cause their lands to 
be overtiowed, and would create miasma and 
malarial diseases. A temporary injunction was 
granted ex parte, and yesterday a motion was 
made before Judge Williams to dissolve it. 

The defeudants filed an answer denying all 
the material allegations of the bill, charging 
that they were not intending to erect a new 
dam, but to repair au old one, so as to be able 
to cut ice ip the winter; that such a dam would 
not raise the water two feet, as charged; and, 
instead of being detrimental to health, would 
be beneficial by preventing the sudden fall of 
the water. About twenty-five affidavits were 
also led on both sides, asserting or contra- 
dicting the allegations of the bill. 

After listening patientiy to the reading of 
these and to part of tie oral arguments, Judge 
Williams intimated he did not wish to hear any 
more. he said that a bill im order to entitle a 
party to an injunction must allege that irre- 
parable damage was likely to ensue from the 
wrongtul acts complained of. No such ailega- 
tion Was made in the present case, and it was a 
fatal mistake. Moreover, the allegations were 
all denied, and the evidence was conflictiug, 
and he did not purpose to decide the case at the 
present stage. The injunction would therefore 
be dissolved. Leave was given to the de- 
fendants to tile a suggestion of damages, which 
they did, fixing them at $100 for solicitors’ fees. 

POTIGIESER’S MUSIC, 

Since the recent learved disquisition of Judge 
McAllister on the power of music, Giesbert 
Pottgieser, the saloon-keeper, entertained the 
hopes that the police force would not avunoy 
him any longer by forbidding him to have 
music in his place. But he seems to have been 
considerably disappointed. He suys that last 
soring the city began suit against him for vic@a- 
tion of the ordinances by keeping a concert 
saloon, and he was fined $10 and costs. An 
agreed case was then made up, and both sides 
stipulated that the decision ot the Judge of the 
Criminal Court sbouid be final. Judge MeAllis- 
ter. to whom the case was submitted, decided 
in favor of complainant, dut the Mayor has re- 
peatedly since threatened to revoke complain- 
ant’s license, by virtue of his discretionary 
power. Pottgieser claims that -he does not 
keep a disorderly house, that he has a piano in 
his saloon on which his daughter plays, and 
also has a cornet-player, and these two per- 
formers give the only music. In no respect does 
he violate the city ordinace, and he asserts that 
he bas a perfect right to have music in his own 
domicile, as long as he does not transgress good 
morals nor make his place anuisance. The 
police force, acting under the Mayor’s orders 
are continually annoying bim by compelling 
him to stop his music, and their constant pres- 
ence naturally ‘drives his customers away. 
He claims this conduct of the Mayor is utteriy 
unjustifiable, and asks for an injufiction to pre- 
vent the Mayor or police interfering with him 
or his musical entertainments.
